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INTRODUCTION. 



FR O M the time that I entered 
into the pradice of medkirlc, 
and faw the danger to which 
the generality c^ thofe who had the 
imall-pobc in d)e natural way were 
expofed> I could not but iincerely 
wifli^ with every fenfible pefibn of 
the faculty, that Inoculation might 
become generaL 

A con^derable (hstte of employ^ 
ment in this branch of my profef- 
fiort has for upwards of twenty years 
occurred to me ; and altho* I have 
been k fortunate as not to lofe a 
patient under inoculation, except 
B - one 
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one child, about fbuitcen years ago, 
who after the eruption of a few 
diftind puftules died of a fe^er, 
which I efteemed whoDy independent 
c^ the fmall-pox, yet I muft ac> 
knowledge that in £:>me cafes the 
fymptoms have coft me not a little 
anxiety {<x the event. 

Nor have the fiiUequent 9k€ts 
of this pradice always been fo fa- 
vourable as one could wifli ; and tho* 
far from equalling thofe which too 
often follow the natural finaU-pox, 
either in refpeft to difficulty or num- 
ber, yet they fometimes gave no 
fmall uneafinefi to the operator. 

It cannot likewife, it oi]^ht not 
to be concealed, that fbme of the in- 
oculated have died under this pro- 
ce(s, even under the care of very able 
5 and 
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at<l experienced praditioners. But 
this number is fo fmall, that, when 
compared with the mortality at- 
tending the natural fmall pox, it is 
reduced almoft to a cypher. 

c circumftances, however, 
tended to difcourage the operation 
in fbme degree. Praftitioners were 
cautious of urging a procefs, of 
whofe event they could not be cer- 
tain: and parents, who were fenfible 
enough to obferve, that, though the 
chance was greatly in their favour, 
lyet a blaftk might caft up againft 
them, engaged in it with hefitadon. 

Humanity, as well as a wifli to 
promote the honour and advantage 
of the art I protels, made me ever 
attentive to the improvement of this 
part of my employment. Diffatisficd 
B 2 with

vf'idi the common methodar I had 
carefully attended tb the cifcum-r 
ftanccs that feemcd to contribute to 
the good or ill fuccefs of this prac^ 
tice in the courfe of my own bu{i- 
nefs, as well as to the bcft infor- 
mation I covld get of the fuccefs of 
others. 

Many fa6ls had induced me to 
think that regimen, preparation, 
and management \youl4 do much : 
that as the difeafe was of an inflam^ 
matory kind, a coolii^ regimen 
, mufl: certainly for the moft part be 
reafonable. Some faint cffays were 
made to try how far this fentiment 
loight be juft, Bat thofe who are 
the beft acquainted with t^ firfl: 
aphorifm of Hippocrates^ will be 
the foil in juftifying a ipairtiou? ppo- 
u ■ ^oedurej 



cedurc, where the objefl: is no lejfs 
than the life of an individual. 

In this fituation 1 firft heard, and 
with the utmbft fatisfadion, that 
in fome parts of the nation, a new 
aaid more fuccelsful method of in-"" 
oculating was difeovered, than 
had hitherto been ^adlifed. The 
rektdrs gave incredible accounts 6f 
the fuccefs; which was the more 
marvellous, as the operators were 
chiefly fuch, as, by report, could lay 
but little claim to medical erudition. 



Knowing that improvements 
which would do honour to the moft 
elevated human underftandings, are 
fometimes ftumbled upon by men 
of itiore confined abilities; and that 
in" incdicinc, as well as in every 
other circumftancc in life, it is our 

duty 



feiv.^ 
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luty to avail ourfelves as much as 
po/Tible of all dircoveries tending 
to the common benefit, I embraced 
every Ju/^ oppormnity of informing 
myfelf of lads, circumftances, and 
events, that either public fame, 
or more precife relations, brought to 
me. 1 ufe the term juft opportu- 
nity^ becaufe, if I am not mifin- 
formed, endeavours have been ufed, 
ipcoixfiftent with equity and can- 
dour, to rob thole who are in ti- 
tled to our gratitude for affiftiqg 
us in this important procefs, of 
that fliare of private emolument 
which is their due, let their title to 
the difcovcry be ever fo paradoxical. 

To expofe patients, even in the 
inoculated fmall- pox, to all weathers, 
was a thing unheard of. To per- 
mit them through the whole pro- 

grefs 
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greft of the difeafe to go abroad, and 
follow their iiilial vocations, and 
that they fliould neither fuffer any 
prefent evil, nor experience any dif- 
agreeable confequences, was ftill more 
furprizing; yet an infinite number of 
inftances have confirmed all this; and 
fome of thefe inftances will appear 
in the fequel of this performance. 

The defign of this treatife is to 
bring the practice ftill one ftep 
nearer to perfedlion, and leflen the 
ravages of a diftemper, which is 
not a native of Britain, but, like 
the PlaguGj has been imported from 
a foreign country^ and demands the 
exertion of all the powers we are 
poflefled of, either to exterminate it 
from amongft ns, which perhaps is 
not praflicablcj or to render it lefs

Of 
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Of the Age, Constitution, and 
Season of the Year proper for 
Inoculation. 



BEFORE I proceed to defcribe the 
regimen and preparatives, it may not 
be improper to mention what has 
occurred to me in refpedl to the moft fuitable 
age and conftitution for inoculation i and 
likewife what feafons feem to he more or 
lefs favourable for the pradlice. 

In regard to age ; where it is left to my 
choice, I decline inoculating children under 
two years eld. I know the common prac- 
tice is againft me in this particular ; but my 
reafons for rejedling fuch are founded on ob- 
fervation and experience, I have, indeed, 
lately inoculated many under this age, at 
the priding entreaties of their parents, and 
C they 
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they have all done well. But it muft be 
confidered, that young children are expofed 
to all the hazards of dentition, fevers, fluxes, 
convulfions, and other accidents, fufRciently 
difficult in themfelves to manage in fuch 
lender fubjefts, infomuch that fcarce two 
in three of all that are born, live to be two 
years old ; as is demonftrable from the Bills 
of Mortality. 

Befides, convulfive paroxyfms often ac-^ 
company the variolous eruptive .fever in 
children ; and though generally looked upon 
in no unfavourable light, as often preceding 
a diftindt kind of fmall-pox, yet they are 
at all times attended with fome degree of 
danger; nay, many, it is well known, have 
expired under them ; while others, who have 
ftruggled through with great difficulty, have 
been fo debilitated, and their faculties fo 
impaired, that the effects have been per^ 
ceptible during the remaining part of their 
lives. 

And even admitting the eruption to be 
favourable, and not attended with any fuch 
alarm, yet ihould a larger number of puftules 

than 
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than ufual appear, or any untoward fymptom 
happen, and require medical help, the un- 
happy fufferer is much too young to be pre- 
vailed on to take unpalatable medicines, or 
fubmit to other ncccffary meafures, by per- 
fuafions, menaces, or bribes. I have often 
been prefent at affliding fcenes of this na- 
ture; and have reafon to think that many 
children have died of the fmall pox in the 
natural way, merely from the impoflibility 
of prevailing upon them to comply with 
what was proper, in cafes where little or .no 
danger was difcoverable, either from the 
number or fpecies of the puftules, the de- 
gree of fever, or any other apparent eaufe. 

It muft likewife be taken into confide- 
ration, that young children have ufually a 
larger (hare of puftules from inoculation, 
than thofe who are advanced a little farther 
in life ; and that under this circumftance it 
is well known many have died; and the 
proportion of thefc, fo far as I can learn, 
is too great to encourage a continuance in 
the inoculation of young children ; fo that 
it feems moft prudent to wait till this dan- 
gerous period be over, efpecially as its du- 
C 2 ration 
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tadon is fo fhort, that the danger of theif 
receiving the fmall-pox therein in the natu- 
ral way is very little s and it is at this tinrie 
much more eafy to preferve them from it, 
than when they are left more to themfelves, 
and may be more in the way of infection. 
But children above this period may be ino- 
culated more freely ; nor does there appear 
any reafon to exclude healthy adults of any 
age, perfons of feventy having paffed through 
this procefs with the utmoft eafe, and with* 
out occafioning the leafl painful apprehen^ 
fion for the event. 

In refpedl to conftitution, greater li* 
ISerties may be taken than have heretofore 
been judged admiflible: perfons afflidled 
with various chronic complaints, of fcro- 
phulous, fcorbutic, and arthritic habits; 
perfons of unwieldy corpulency, and of 
intemperate and irregular lives, have all 
paiTed through this difeafe, with as much 
eafe and fafety as the moft temperate, 
healthy, and regular. But thofc who la- 
bour under any acute or critical difeafes, or 
their effedts, are obvioufly unfit and im- 
proper fubjefts. So * likewife are thofe 

where 
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where there are evident marks of corrofivc 
acrimonious humours, or where there is a 
manifeft debility of the whole frame from 
inanition or any other caufe ; all thcfe 
lliould be treated in a proper manner pre- 
vious to the iotroduftion of this difeafe. 
Conftitutions difpofed to frequent returns 
of intermittents, feem likewife juftly ex- 
ceptionable; efpecially as the preparatory 
regimen may in fome habits increafe this 
tendency. 1 have knov^n, however, inftances 
of fevere ague fits attacking perfons be- 
tween the infertion of the matter and the 
I eruption of the pock, and even during ma- 
turation ; when the Peruvian bark has beta 
.given liberally and with fuccefs; the prin- 
Icipal bulinefs, in the mean time, fuffering 
no injury or interruption. 



Among the circumftances generally coti- 
fidered as more or lefs propitious to inocu* 
lation, the feafon of the year has hitherto 
been deemed a matter of fome importance* 
Spring and autumn, for the moil part, have 
been recommended, as being the moft 
temperate feafonsi the cold of winter^ 

and 
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and the fummer heats, having been judged 
nnfavourable for this procefs. But expe- 
rience does not jullify thefe opinions ; for 
according to the heft oblervation I have 
been able to make, inoculated perlbns have 
generally had more pullules in fpring than 
at any other time of the year ; and epidemic 
difeafes being commonly mod frequent in 
autumn, efpecially fluxes, intermittents^ 
and ulcerated fore throats (all which are 
liable to mix more or lels with the fmall- 
pox) the autumn, upon this account, doesF 
not feem to be the mod favourable ieafon in 
general. 

My opinion is, that confidering the fur- 
prizing and indiiputable benefits arifing at all 
times to patients in the fmall-pox, from the 
free admiffion of frefti cool air and evacua- 
tions (which will appear from fome cafes 
hereafter fubjoined) we may fafely inoculate 
in all feafons, provided care be taken to fcreen 
rfie patients as much as poflible from heat in 
fummer, and to prevent them from keeping 
themfelves too warm, and too much (hut up, 
as they are naturally difpofed to do, from the 

weather 
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. weather in winten And it is well known, 
that many have been inoculated in the 
depth of winter, and fome during the 
greaieft heat in funimer, without fufFering 
any injury or inconvenience from cither. 

When feafons, however, are marked with 
any peculiar epidemics, of fuch a kind ef- 
pecially as may render a mild difeafe more 
un tradable, it may perhaps be moft pru- 
dent not to inoculate while fuch difeafes arc 
•prevalent. 

An eminent phyfician of my acquaintance 
in London, at that time in confiderable 
bufinefs, informed me, that in the year 
1756 the fmall-pox were very rife, in the 
fummer of that year efpecially. That in 
moft of them the throat was fo much af- 
fefted, that about the feventh day from the 
eruption, when they ought to have taken 
liquors in abundance, they could not fwal- 
low a drop. The ptyalifm was in the mean 
time copious; and the kind being for the 
moft part confluent, they died on the tenth 
91 eleventh day ; and thofe who funk under

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*tiiis quantity is ufuaOy fufficient for k 
healthy ftrong man ; and the dofe muft be 
leffened for women drchiMren, according to 
their age and ftrength^ as well as for perfons 
advanced in years. 

The firft dofe is cotnmonly ordered at 
the commenecmerit of the courfej the fe- 
cond, three or four days after; and the third, 
about the eighth or ninth day j and I choole 
to inoculate the day after the laft dofe has 
been taken. On the days of purging, broths 
are allowed^ and the patients are defired to 
abliain Smm unprepared vegetables. 

What has hitherto been faid concerning 
the preparation, muA be confidered as proper' 
only for the young or middle-aged, in a good 
ftate of healths but among thofe who arc 
defirous of inoculation are often found ten- 
der, delicate^ and weakly women, men of 
bad ftamina, valetudinarians by conftitution^ 
by illnefs, or intemperance | alfoaged perfons 
and children > and for thefe a very different 
treatment is directed j a milder courfe of 
medicine, rather of the alterative than pur- 
D 2 gativc 
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gative kiiidj is here preferable j and in 
many inilancesj an indulgence in foma light 
animal food, with a glafs or two of wine 
in cafe of lownefs^ is not only allowable, 
but neceflary to fupport a proper degree of 
ftrength^ efpecially in advanced age. 

, Children whofe bowels are often tendefj 
and ought not to be ruffled by ftrong purges, 
yet require a mild mercurial, and bear it 
well: beiides emptying the bowels of crn- 
ciitieSj it is a good fecurity againft worms 
Bnd their efFefts, which are fometimes of 
themfelves perplexing enough, and produce 
very alarming and even fatal diforders. 

Indeed the particular ftate of health of 
every perfon entering upon the preparatory 
coarfe, ihould be inquired into and confi- 
dered. Inattention to this has, I am fatif- 
fied, done great mifchief, and particularly 
the Indifcreet ufe of mercurials, whereby 
a falivation has often been raifed, to the 
rifque of impairing good conftitutions, and 
the ruin of fuch as were previoufly weak 
and infirm. The diftinilions and treat- 
ment

mcnt neceflary^ will be obvious to thofe 
who are acquainted with the animal oeco- 
nomy and medical pradlice* 

The time of menftruation has generally 
been the guide in refpedJ: to the inoculation 
of women ^ that the whole of the difeafe 
might be over within the menftrual period. 
This I commonly obferve, when I can 
choofe my time without any inconvenience^ 
and inoculate foon after the evacuacion 
ceafes ; though I have no reafon to decline 
performing the operation at any time ; as I 
can produce many examples in which no 
inconvenience has arifen, nor any difference 
been obfervabk^ when this circumftance has 
been difregarded. 

Women with child have Ukewife been 
inoculated and done well j yet fome parti- 
cular emergency ihould be pleaded in ex- 
cufe for it in their fituation, as it may 
be attended with fome haEard. I have 
not inoculated any woman whom I knew 
to be pregnant; but fome who conceal- 
ed their pregnancy have been inoculated 

by 
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hy the, v^ho, t imcy, hoped for ati eveiit 
that did not happen^ I tneaft mifcaitiages $ 
one of thefe had a child bom nine weeks 
after inoculation^ at the full time^ with 
^ftind: marks of the difeafe> though th« 
mother had veiy few options*

THE manner of commumcaring this 
diftemper by inoculation in this 
pountry, has of late been the following: A 
thread is drawn thioagh a ripe puftule, an4 
well moiftened with the matters a piece 
of this thread is infinuated4nto a fuperficial 
incifion made in one or both arms, near 
the part where ifliies arc ufually fixed; this 
thread is covered with a plaifter, and there 
left for a day or two* This is the mof| 
ufual way, though others have been praftifed 
ty feveral in the profeiEon* 

At piefent, very different methods are 
pucfuedi two of which, that vary in fome 
refpedls, I have frequently pracSifed, and 
fhtll defcribe 9 but the following has been 
fo invariably fuccefsful, as to induce me to 
give it the preference* 

The patient to be infeiled being in the 
iame houfe, and^ if no objedion is made to 



it» in the fame room, with one who haa 
the difeafe, a little of the variolous mat- 
ter is taken from the place of infcrtion, if 
the fubjeft is under inoculation 3 or a. 
puftule, if in jt^e natural way, on the point 
of a lancet, ip that both fides of the point 
arc pioiftened. 

With this lancet an inciQon is ipadc In 
that part of the ^rm where ifTues are ufually 
placed, deep enough to pais through the 
^arf fkin, and juft to touch the fkin itfelf^ 
and in length as fhort as poiIible> not ijior^ 
than one eighth of an inch% ^ 

The little wound being then ftretched 
open between the finger and thumb of th^ 
operator^ the incifion is moiilened with 
&c njatter> by gently touchiiug it with the 
flat fide of the infedted lancet. This ope?t 
ration is generally performed in both arms, 
and.fometimes in two places in one ^rpti^ 
a little diftant from each other* For as 
I have not obferved any inconvenience 
from two or three incifions, I feldom trufl: 
to one ^ that neither I nor my patient may 
be under any doubt .atK)u( the- £u^ef&'<^ 

the 
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the operation from its being performed in 
one place only. 

I have alfo tried the following method, 
with the fame focCefs as that above de^ 
fcribed, but do not fo well approve of it, 
becaufe I have been credibly informed that 
it has fome times failed in the praftice of 
others* A lancet being moiftened with 
the various fluid in the fame manner as 
in the others is gently introduced, in an 
oblique manner^ between the fcarf and true 
ikin^ and the finger of the operator is ap- 
plied on the pointi in order to wipe off the 
infe<3k>n from the lancet, when it is with- 
drawn. In this method^ as well as in ihe 
former, a little blood will fometimes appear ; 
but I neither draw blood with defign, nor do 
I think it ncceflary to wipe it off before the 
matter is introduced. 

In both thefe ways of Inoculating, neither 
plaifteri bandage, or covering is applied, of 
in any refpcdt neceffary* 

E Thefc 
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* Thefc methods of producing the difeafe 
never once have failed me ; and experience 
has fufficiently proved, that there is no dan- 
ger from additional infection by the natural 
difeafe at the fame time. I therefore make 
no fcruple of having the perfon to be ino- 
culated, and the patient from whom the in- 
fedion is to be tajcen, in the lame room ^ 
nor have ever perceived any ill coofequences 
attending it. But I advife the inoculated 
patients (though perhaps there is noneceflity 
for that precaution) to be afterwards fepa* 
lated from places of inf€<5tion till certaia 
ligns of fuccefs appear, when all reflraint 
is removed, there being no danger from ac- 
cumulation. 

It feems to be of no confequence whether 
the infe<^ng matter be taken from the natu- 
ral or inoculated fmall-pox : I have ufed 
both, and never have been able to difcover 
the lead difference, either in point of cer- 
tainty of infedtion, the progrefs, or the event: 
and therefore I take the infeftion from either, 
as opportunity offers, or at the option of my 
patients or their friends. 

Nor 
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Nor is it of confequence whether tht 
matter be taken before, or at the crilis of^ 
the dillemper. It is, I believe, generally 
fuppofed, that the finall-pox is not infec- 
tious till after the matter has acquired a cer^ 
tain degree of oiaturity j and in the common 
method of inoculation, this is much attended 
to ; and when tlie operation has failed, it has 
commonly been afcribed to the un ripen efs 
of the matter. 



But it appears very clearly from the 
prefent praflice of inoculation, that fo foon 
as any moifture can be taken from the in- 
fefled part of an inoculated patient, pre^ 
vious to the appearance of any puftules> 
and even previous to the eruptive fever, 
this moifture is capable of communicating 
the fmalUpox with the utmoft certainty. I 
have taken a little clear fluid from the ele- 
vated pellicle on the incifed part, even fo 
early as the fourth day after the operation i 
and^haveat other times ufed matter fully 
digefted at the crifie, with equal iuccefs* 
I chufe, hovsrever, in general, to take mat- 
ter for infeftion during the fever of erup- 
V £ 2 tiooi 
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tion, as I fuppofe it at that time to have its 
utmoft adlivity* 

In ail cafes, v?htn I take matter from an 
inoculated perfon, it is from the place where 
it was inferted ; ks I am always fure to find 
infecElion there if the difeafe fqcceeds, and 
always of fufficient energy. 

It may appear ftrange that no bandage^ 
drefling, or application whatfoever, is made 
life of to the part infei^d 3 but that the 
moft iSmple incifion being made» and moi^ 
ftqned widit the fraalleft particle of the re* 
cent fluid matter, the whole is committed to 
nature. This method is however perfectly 
Tight, becaufe the application of either 
plaifter or unguent, as is the ufual praftice, 
will occafion an inflammation on fomefkint^ 
and in all tend to diiguife the natural tp» 
pearance of the incifion, and prevent our 
forming a proper judgmrat oftheprogref$ ^f 
the infei^n; which wlU afterwards appear 
to be a matter of much imponance. 
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If neither an inoculated patient is at hand, 
nor anyone in the neighbourhood has adif- 
tinift kind of the natural difeafe^ a thread 
may be ufed as in the common manner, pro- 
vided the thread be very recently infe&ed; 
but I think it ought to be ufed as foon as 
poffible after being charged with infeding 
matter* 

The following method of introducing the 
difeafe has like wife been found efFeftual 5 but 
I have never praftifed it myfclf Dip the 
point of a lancet in variolous matter i let it 
be held in the air till it is dry; after which 
it may be clofed and kept in the common 
cafe without any further care i and with 
this prepared lancet raife the fcarf fkin ob* 
liquely^ and keep the lancet a little time ixi 
motion between the two fkins, that part of 
the matter may be mixed with the animal 
juices ; then withdraw the lancet, and loive 
the incifion uncovered as before. 



Of 
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Of the Progress of Infection. 

HITHERTO very little regard feems 
to have been paid to the progrefs of 
infedlion dijfcoverable by the part where the 
operation was performed. But it will appear 
in the fequel, that an attention to this cir- 
cumftance is very neceflary, becaufe a juft 
prognoftic may thence be fometimes formed 
of the future ftate of the diftemper, and in- 
dications may be taken from the different 
appearihces on the arm, that will enable us 
to prevent inconveniencies. 

The former method of covering the place 
of inciiSon with a plaifter, and continuing 
lipoh it dreffings of one fort or another, pre- 
vented! much ufeful information of this kindi 
THey prevented any judgment by the touch,' 
in^ ftwnetimes rendered that by the eye. 
equivocal. 

The day after the operation is performed, 
though it takes effect, little alteration is dif- 
coverable. On the fecond day, if the part js 

viewed

viewed with a lens, there generally appears 
a kind of orange-coloured ftain about the 
incifion, and the furrounding ikin feems to 
cohtrad. At this time I ufually give the 
following medicine at going to bed, either 
mixed with a little of any kind of jelly, or 
more frequently made into a pill. 

Calomel and compound powder of crabs 
claws, of each 3 grains, emetic tartar 
^ of a grain. 

A quantity of this medicine fliould be care- 
fully prepared at once, in order to make the 
diviiion more exadl. 

On the fourth or fifth day, upon apply- 
ing the finger, a hardnefs is to be felt by the 
touch. The patient perceives an itching p^ 
the part, which appears flightly inflamed ; and 
under a kind of vefication is feen a littje clear 
fluid ; the part refembling a fuperficial burn. 
About the fixth, moft commonly, fome^ain 
and fliflfnefs is felt in the axilla; and this is a 
very pleafing fymptom, as it not only fore- 
tells the near approach of the. eruptive fymp- 
tomsj but is a fign of a fuvourabje pro- 

;-v . grcfs 
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grcfs of the difeafe* Somettmes on the fe-» 
vcnth, oftener on the eighth day, fymptomt 
of the eruptive fever appear ; fuch as Oi^e 
remitting pains in the head and back» ftic- 
cccdcd by tranfient fhiverings and aJtematis 
heats, which in a greater or lefs degree con- 
tinue till the eruption is perfe^ed. At t\m 
time alfo it is ufual for the patient to com- 
plain of a verydifagrecable tafle in his mouthj 
the breath is always fetid, and the foiell dif- 
ferent from what I have ever obferved in any 
cafcj except in the variolous eruptive fever. 

The inflammation in the arms at thi^ 
time fpreads faft^ and upon viewing it with 
a good glafs, the incilion, for the moft part, 
appears furrounded with an infinite num- 
ber of fmall confluent puftules, which in-« 
cueafe in fize and extent as the difeafe ad^ 
vances. On the tenth or eleventh day, a 
circular or oval efflorefcence is ufually dif- 
covered, furrounding the incilion, and ex* 
tending fometimcs near half round the arm* 
but more frequently to about the fize of a 
fhiUlngi and being under the cuticle, h 
fmooth to the touchy and not painfuh Thid 
appearance i^ alio a very pleafing one ; it ac- 

3 companici 
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companies eruption ; every difagreeablc 
fymptom ceafes; and at the fame time it. 
certainly indicates the whole affair to be 
over ; the pain and ftiiFnefs in the axilla alfo 
going off. 

The feverifh fymptoms are for the moft 
part fo mild, as feldom to require any me- 
dicinal afliftance, except a repetition of the' 
fame medicine that was direded on the fe^ 
cood night after the operation; and on the 
following morning this laxative draught, to 
procure three or four ftogls ; 

Infufion of fena two ounces, manna half 
an ounce, tincture of jalap two drams. ^ 

Thefe are given as foon as the eruptive 
fymptoms are perceivable, if they feem to 
indicate any uncommon degree of vehe- 
mence. : 

It has been obferved, that by attending to 
the progrefs of infection, we may be able 
to prognofticate, with fome degree of cer- 
tainty, the event of the diilemper in gene- 
^ ral. Particular incidents will ever luppeA, 

F but 
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but not fufficient to deftroy the propriety of 
general rules. 

If the appearances already delcribcd arc 
obferved early, a very favourable event is 
implied : but it happens in ibme cafes, al- 
though it may be perceived that the ino- 
culation has fucceeded, yet it is barely pcr-f 
ceptible; the colour about the wound re- 
maining pale, inftead of changing to red or 
inflamed; the edges of the incifion fpread 
but little, they remain flat, fcarcely rifing 
at all, and are attended neither with itchr 
ing or uneafinefs of any kind. Nay, fome- 
times on the fifth, and even the fixth day, 
the alteration is fo little, as to make it 
doubtful whether the infection has taken 
place. 

When matters are in this fl:ate, the appear- 
ance is unfavourable, and implies a late and 
more untoward difeafe : to prevent which, 
I direft the powder or pill to be taken each 
night ', and in cafe it fails to operate by flool, 
or there is the Icaft difpofition to coflivenefs, 
an ounce of Glauber's falts, or more com- 
jnonly the la:jcative draught already ^len- 

tioned. 
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tloned, IS given in the morning, once or 
twice, as the cafe may require. This courfe 
forwards the infiammation, which I always 
wifh to fee; as I have conftantly obferved, 
that an early progrefs on the arm, and an 
early commencement of the eruptive com- 
plaints^ portend that the diftemper will be 
mild and favourable i and on the contrary, 
where both are late, the fymptoms are ufually 
more irregular and untoward. 

Being now arrived at the raoft interefiing 

period of this diftemper, the eruption, a 
period in which the prefent praftlce I am 
about to recommend differs cffentially from 
the method heretofore in ufe, and on the 
right management of which much depends, 
it will be requifite to give clear and ex- 
plicit diredions on this head, and to ad- 
vife their being purfued with iirmnefs and 
moderation* 



Inftead of confining the patient to his 
bed, or his ronm» when the lymptoms of 
the eruptive fever come on, he is diredred, 
as foon as the purging medicine has operated, 
to keep abroad in the open air, be it ever lo 
F 3 cold,. 
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cold, as much as he can bear, and to drink 
cold water, if tbirfty; always taking care 
not to ftand AiSI, but to walk about mode* 
fately while abroad. 

This treatment indeed feems as hard at 
firft to the patients, as it mull appear lin«* 
gular to die reader ; but the ejects are io 
CaLlutatryj and lb conftantly confirmed by ex- 
perience, and an eafy progreis through 
every ftage of the dileaie depends fo much 
upon it, that I admit of no excepdon, 
-unlefs the weather be extremely levere, 
and the conAicution very delicate. And 
it is indifputably true, that in the few 
inftar.ces where the lymptoms of erupdon 
have run very high, the patients dread- 
ing any motion, and fearing the cold 
as the greatell evil, yet, when under 
thefe circumftances, I iiave persuaded them 
to rife out of bed, and go out of doors, 
though led fcmetimes bj- two aliiilants, 
and have allowed them to drink as much 
cold water as they chofe, they have not fuf- 
fercd the leaft linifter accident. On the 
contrary, after they have been prevailed on, 
although reluctantly, to comply with thefe 

dirediicn^. 
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direftions, they find their fpirits revived ; art 
inclination for nourifliment returns i they 
reft well ; a gentle fw eat lucceeds^ accom- 
panied with a favourable eruption ; and the 
fever feems wholly to be extingulfliedp 



In general, the complaints in tliis ftate arc 
very moderate, and attended with fo little 
illnefsj that the patient eats and fleeps well 
the whole time : a few puftoles appear, fome- 
times equally dilperfed; fometimes the in- 
flammations on the arms fpread, and are 
furrounded with a few puflules, which gra- 
dually advance to maturity; during which 
time, for the moftpart, the eruption proceeds 
kindly, and there is much more difHcuIty 
to rcftraln the patients within due bounds, 
and prevent their mixing with the public, 
and fpreading the infedion (which I always 
Endeavour to prevent) than there was at firft 
to prevail upon them to go abroad, During 
this time medicine is feldom wanted y the 
cool air feems the heft cordial ; and if any 
uncommon languor happens, a bafon of 
fmall broth, or a glafs of wine, is allowed in 
the day, or fome white- wine whey at bed 
J * time; 
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time; which are indeed at any time allowed 
to tender, aged, or weakly perfons. 

With thefe exceptions, they have hitherto 
been kfeptveryfcrupuloufly to the diet at firft 
direiSed. But after the eruption is com-- 
pleted, if occafion requires, they are in- 
dulged in a little well-boiled meat of the 
lighteft kind, as chickeu, veal, or mutton. 

The r<egimen above-mentioned, the cool- 
ing alterative purges, and the free ufe of cool 
air at the feafon of eruption, almoft univer- 
ially prevent either alarming fymptoms, or z 
large crop of puftules. A few I have {con 
with fuch a quantity of puftules, though dif= 
tinQ:, that I have neither advifcd nor allowed 
them to go out of the houfe. But the gene- 
rality of my patients, when the eruptions are . 
few, amufe themfelves abroad within proper 
limits, with the puftules out upon them. 

I neither enjoin this, nor maintain that 
it is neceflary j but have not been able to 
obferve that any inconvenience h^s arifen 
from it. And how ftrange foever it may 
appear, it is true, that thole who are moft 

adventurous. 
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adventurouSj feeni to be In better fpints, and 
more free from complaintSj than others who 
are inclined to keep with in -doors. And in- 
deed, fuch of my patients as have received 
the benefit of this treatment themfelves, fel- 
dom permit thofe who are in the hardeft 
part of the diftemper^ the eruptive, to keep 
much in the houfe ; but encourage them 
to bear a little hardship, by recounting to 
them the benefit they have reaped from 
the method they are recommending. 

Thofe who have the difeafe in the flighteft 
manner firft dclcribed, viz- without any ap- 
pearance of eruption but on the inoculated 
part^ are foon allowed to go about their ufual 
affairs i and many inftances have happened 
of very induftrious poor men, who have in- 
ilantly returned to their daily labour^ with a 
caution not to intermix with thofe who have 
not had the diftemper, for fearof fpreading it, 
and with diredtions to take two or three times 
of the purge already dire<5led, or as many 
dofes of Glauber's falts, Thofe who have it 
in a greater degree, are confined fomewhat 
longer ; and a very mild laxative is now- 
and*then exhibited, if there is the leafl dill 

pofitioa 
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pofidon to coftivenefs; as the progrefs to 
maturation appears rather to be advanced 
than retardjsd by the operation. 

. When the maturation is completed, and 
it is evident we have nothing further to fear 
from the diftemper, I allow my patients 
gradually to change their courfe of diet, 
from the perfedly cooling kind, to one a 
little more generous ; recommending ftridtly 
to all a return to their ordinary animal diet 
with much caution and reftraint upon their 
appetites, both in refped: to food and fer- 
mented liquors. 

It is not often that we are under a ne- 
ceflity of making any application to the pant 
where the operation was performed : it moft 
commonly heals up, and is covered with a 
fcab, about the time when, in a natural way, 
all the pocks would have been dried up : but 
there are fome cafes wherein the incifions 
continue to difcharge a purulent mattef 
longer ; in thefe inftances it is fufficicnt to 
cover the place with the whit? cejrate, or 
any other mild emplaftic fobftance, which 
may at once prevent the linen from adher- 
::. ing 
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Ihg to the fore, and defend it from the air* 
And as in thefe cafes the part remains un- 
healed from fome peculiar caufe in the habit^ 
it will be necefTary to give gentle purgatives, 
and proper alterativesi as particular exi- 
gencies may require^

ANOMALOUS SYMPTOMS 

AND 

APPEARANCES. 

IN the preceding pages I have defcribed 
the ufual progrefs of the fmall-pox 
from the inoculation. There are, however, 
deviations from this courfe, and indeed 
not a few ; fome of the moft material of 
which, as they may embarrafs the inexpe- 
rienced, and create a real difficulty, as well 
as apprehenfions of danger, it feems necef- 
fary to defcribe, and the means that ex- 
perience has fuggefted to remove thefe 
iymptoms, or the doubts refpedting the 
event. 

The firft I fhall take notice of, and which, 
though it very rarely happens, fometimes 
gives much trouble, is great ficknefs, ac- 
companied with vomiting, coming on during 
the eruptive ftatc of the diftemper. For this 
complaint it is always necefTary in the firft 
3 iplace 
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place to clear the ftomach ; which may be 
efFedledj either by ordering the patient to 
drink plentifully of warm liquids to pro- 
mote vomiting ; or, perhaps more properly > 
by giving one grain of emetic tartar to an 
adult^ mixed with ten grains of compound 
powder of crabs claws ; taking care to lef- 
fen the dofe for very young and weak 
fubjeds. 

This ufualjy throws off fome bilious 
matter by vomit, fometimes procures ftools, 
or occafions a moderate fweat, and gene- 
rally admin ifters relief. If, however, no 
ftools fliould follow from this medicine, 
and the ficknefs fhoukl remain, a gentle 
laxative almoft certainly procures a rcfpite, 
and the appearance of the eruption removes 
the complaint intirelyp 



Another deviation, of ftill more con- 
fequence, which fometimes happens to- 
wards the time of the eruption, and is 
often, though not always, accompanied 
with great ficknefs^ is an eryGpelatous efflo- 
relbence. This, if it flicws itfelf on th? 
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{kin partially, and here and there in patches, 
is not very alarming, and foon wears off. 

But fometimes the whole furface of the 
fkin is covered with a raih intimately 
mixed With the variolous eruption, and fo 
much refembling the moft malignant kind of 
confluent fmaJl-pox> as fcarcely to be dif- 
tinguiflied from it : and indeed fome cafes of 
this fort have happened j where, being ac- 
companied with petechia? and livid fpots, I 
have been much alarmed : not being ablcj by 
infpedion only, though afllfted by glaffes, to 
determine whether what I faw was an inof- 
fenfive rafh, or tokens of the greateft ma- 
lignity. Very llricft pttentioni however, has 
enabled me to diftinguifh the difference 
clearly J and the following obfervations will, 
J hope, tend to relieve others from the 
anxiety they would feel upon fuch an ap» 
pcarance. 

The real and effential difference then 
is to be gathered from the concomitarit 
Symptoms. In the eryfipelatous or variq- 
Joos ra{h^ there \s not fo much fever, 

pof 
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nor is the reftleflhefsj or pain of the head 
or loins^ Jfo confiderabk; neither is there 
that general proft ration of ftrength, which 
are almoft never*failing attendants on a 
confluent fmall-pox^ efpecially when ac-- 
companied with fuch putrid appearances* 
Befides, upon a careful examination, there 
may fometimes be difcerned a few diftinft 
puftules, larger than the reft^ mixed with 
the raflij which are indeed the real fmall- 
pox. In thefe cafes the patients are or- 
dered to refrain from cold water, or any 
thing cold, and to keep within doors, but 
not to go to bed. If any ficknefs yet re- 
mains, a little white-wine whey^ or other 
moderate cordial, is advifed : and this me- 
thod has hitherto been fo fuccefsful, as to 
prevent any alarming complaint. After 
two or three days, the fkin from a florid 
changes to a dufky colour^ a few diftinct 
puilules remain, and advance properly to 
maturation, without any further trouble 
enfuing from this formidable appearance *• 



* 5«e Cafes Xm, XIV. 
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'ihis raih has been often miftakeil; for tbe 
tuutlucnce it fo nearly refemblcs, and has 
ittibfilcd occalion for ibme pra^tioneis, 
ciiher ignorantly or diiingenuouily, to pre- 
tendj that after a very copious eruption of 
the cpnfluent pox> they can by a ipegfic 
me4iciae difcharge the major part of the 
puftuks^ leaving only as oiany diftin(5t one$ 
(18 m^y fatisfy the patient that he has the 
diieafe. Such preteniions have certainly been 
made; and the padent» who has been, de» 
ceived in this noannerj has contributed to 
fpread reports untrue as to the faft, and pro- 
.bably prejudicial to the health of others, who 
in like circumftances have been fent abroad, 
and other cool means purfued, by which 
the raih has been repelled, and the bad ef- 
fects experienced afterwards. 

I muft alio obferve here, that raihes of 
the kind I have defcribed frequently hap- 
pen durmg the preparation (whether owing 
to the regimen, or medicine, or both, I can- 
not fay) and caufe the operation to be poft- 
poned : but I have obferved, that in fuch 

caies 
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cafes tKey arc apt to return at the time of 
-the eruption of the fmaii-pox. 

In general, as hsd been already faid, the 
iymptonis ,wfaich precede eruption com^ 
mence at the end of t&e feventh or in the 
eighth day inclufive from the operation^ 
but it often happens that they appear much 
iboner, and fometimes much later, than the 
time above-mentioned. For inftance, I 
have feeri fome cafes wherein the difeafe 
has happened fo fuddenly after infedion, and 
with fo little complaint or uneafanefs, that the 
whole aifair has been terminated, purges 
taken, and the patient returned home per- 
fedly well in a week's time ; before others^ 
inoculated at the fame time, from the fame 
patient, ai)d under the fame circumftances, 
have begun to complain. 

- Jq: this c?ife.the inoculated part fiiews 
ewJy; certain marks of infed:ion, fometimes 
on the very n^xt day, or the day after, when 
the incifioa will often appear confiderably 
inflamed and elevated. The patient about 
this time frequently makes' fome of the fol- 
lowing 
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lowing complaints, viz, chillinefs, itchingsy 
and fmall pricking pains in the parr, and 
ibmetimes on the fhoulderj giddinefs, drow- 
fmefs, and a flight head-ach^ fomermies 
attended widi a feveriih heat, but oftert 
without any : the account they themfclves 
give of their feelings, is, in feme, as if they 
had drank too much, and in others, as if 
they had caught a cold. Thefe complaints 
feldom laft twenty-four hours, often not fo 
longj and with frequent remiffions, and 
never, that I remember, rife to a degree that 
requires confinement- The inflammation on 
the arm at the time of the complaints ad- 
vances ^pace, and feels hard to the touch i 
but upon their wearing off, the inflamed 
appearances gradually leffen, and the part 
dries to a common fmall fcab ; the fkin, 
that was before red, turns livid, and the 
party Is quite well, and nothing more 
heard of the diftemper *. In fome in- 
ftances thefe fymptoms attack much later; 
even on the feventh or eighth day, when an 
eruption might be expedled in confequence 
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of theitij yet none appears j but the arnft 

gets well very foon, and the difeafc is at an 
end* 

In this irregular fort of the diforder 
there have, however, been fome examples 
where a few eruptions have appeared, and 
probably in confequence of the inocula- 
tion J yet the puftules have not looked like 
the true pocks, nor maturated like them, 
nor lafted longer than three days; about 
which time they, for the moft part, have 
dried away. 

As I find it difficult to defcribe the 
variety and irregularity of fymptoms that 
occur in this ftiort way of having the dif- 
temper, I will give fome cafes, by way of 
illuftrating the matter more to the reader's 
fatisfaftion. 

When fubjects of this fort firfl: occurred 
In my pradlice, I was in doubt vvhether 
they were quite fecurc from any future 
attacks of the diftemper; and in order 
to try whether they were fo or not, I 
H inoculated 
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inoculated them a kcond time, and caufed 

them to aiTociate with perfbns in every ftag^ 

of the difeafe, and to try all other means 

of catching the infedion ; and this method 

has been pradifed with the generality of 

fuch patients ever fince, yet without a fingle 

inftance of its producing any diforder; fo 

that I now make no fcruple of pronouncing 

them perfedlly fafe: and experience has 

jMabled me, for the moft part, to foretcD, 

in two Qt three days after the operation, 

when the difeafe will pafs in this flight 

manner. 

Upon the fecond inoculation, however, 
the incifed parts are commonly inflamed for 
a day or two, juft in the fame manner as I 
have, in numerous inftances, found them 
to, be, as well in thofe who, though cer- 
tain of having had the fmall-pox in the na- 
tural way, have fubmitted to be inoculated 
merely for^he experiment fake, that the 
jrefult might be oblerved, as in others, who, 
being doubtful whether they have had it 
or not, have been inoculated, in order to 
be fatisfied. But in all-fuch cafes the paits 

foon 
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foon became weHj nor did any of thofe 
appeal ances which have been defcribed as 
the conftaot attendants on jnoculation, as 
pain in the head, giddinefs, niarks of inr 
fedtion in the arm^ Sec: enfue^ nor can they 
ever be produced upon a perfon who has, 
had the Iraall-pox before^ either in the na* 
tural way or by inoculation ; and therefore 
it Cannot with reafon be fuggcfted, that the 
patients J whom I fuppofe to get through the 
difeafe in the very flight manner above der 
fcribed, may poflibly have had the fmalL- 
pox unobferved in fome former part of their 
lives. 

Another irregularity deferving notice here* 
is^ that fometimes^ upon the abatement of 
the fever and other fymptoms, after the 
appearance of feveral puftules, and when 
the eruptive ftage of the difeafe feems com- 
pleted, it never thelefs happens that frefli 
eruptions come out, and continue doing fa 
daily, for ^ 5, or even 6 days fucceffivcly ; 
preceded fometimes by a flight pain in the 
head, though more frequently they appear 
without any new difturbance, Thefe are 
generally few in number, iliort-liv'd, and 
H 2 feldom 
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feldom come to maturity. But I Iiave fecn 
four cafes J in each of which, after a cef- 
fation of complaints^ and an appearance of 
few puftulesj the eruptive ftage of the dJt 
eafe was thought to be over^ yet in two or 
three days a frefh fit of fever has attacked 
the patientSj and after a fliort illnefs a quan- 
tity of new puftules has broke out, far ex- 
ceeding the firft namberj and thefe remaifl-^ 
ed^ and maturated completely. Inftances 
•of this kind may be fqund among the cafes 
annexed *. ^ 

Some of my own patients, and, as I am 
credibly informedj of other inoculators in 
this way, have had confiderable eruptions 
of this kind after they returned homci 
which have probably given occalion for the 
reports of feveral having' had the difeafe 
again in the natural way after inoculation* 
But that thele reports are ill- grounded, 
will appear from this obfervation, to wit, 
that in all the cafes of this fort which have 
occurred in my own praftice, or^ as far as 
I can learn J in that of others^ the fecond 
or latter crop of puftules has always hap-

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pened within the time ufually allowed for 
the progrefs of the fmall-pox from inocula-^ 
tion, and before the inflammation on the 
arm has ceafed^ and fooner than they could 
be fuppofed to be produced by infeftion 
taken in the natural way 5 and whenever it 
has happened^ it has been to perfons in 
whom, after a flight eruption, and abate^ 
ment of fymptomSj the difeafe has prema^ 
turely been judged to be quite ovcr^ and they 
have therefore been permitted to return to 
their famiiiesV 



It will doubtlefs be aflced, how cafes of 
this kind fliould ever happen among thofe 
who return home as cured ? To which I 
anfwer, That it is no unufual thing for in- 
dufl:rious men, after a flight eruption, and 
ceflation of all complaints, to aflc leave to 
return home to their occupations and fa- 
milies; and where it has been thought that 
no danger would accrue to others, their 
requeft has been often granted; for the 
phyfician no more than the patient can 
forefee when thefe accidents fhall follow; 
but it may be obferved here, that in all 
thefc cafes of my own knowledge, very re- 
pellent 
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Consequences of this Method of 
Inoculation. 

I Shall now confider the confequences that 
follow this very cool and repelling me- 
thod, and how far the patient's future ftate 
of health may be affected by a practice fo 
new, and oppofite to all eftabliibed theory. 

I need not {ay how inuch it has been 
thought right, in mod or all eruptive 
complaints, efpecially in the fmall-pox, *o 
forward, by every gentle means, the efforts 
of nature in producing an eruption: and on 
the contrary, how dangerous to check it, 
either by cold air, cold drink, or any confi- 
derable evacuations; or that the ufe of 
warm diluents therefore, afld the lying in 
bed, efpecially if the fever and fymptoms 
run high, or at lead ccmfining 4o the faoufe, 
have been generally approved and recom- 
mended for the purpofe. But when a prac- 
tice fo foreign to this, and almoft totally 
different, is inculcated, it is no wonder if 
mens minds are alarmed, apd thofe evils 

expeded 
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cxpefted that were fuppofed to be the un- 
avoidable confequences of it. 

Experience, however, and inftances of fo 
many thoufands fucceeding by this method, 
without any confiderable bad efFedts frOm It, 
either immediate or remote, are irrefiftible 
arguments for its fupport and juftification, 
and the beft proof of its utility and fafety. 
I have faid, without any confiderable bad 
efFefts ; for in reality I have ken none that 
deferve that name, if compared with what 
fometimes follow the natural fmall-pox, or 
frequently happen after the old method of 
inoculation. 

Every one who has had any fliare in this 
pradicc according to the common or old 
methods, will allow^ that after paffing 
through the difeafe in a very favourable 
manner, their patients (children cfpecially) 
were frequently liable to abfcefles in the 
axilla and other parrs, tedious ophthalmies, 
and troublefomc ulcerations in the place 
of infcrtion; which though they could not 
be forefeen or prevented, yet frequently 
gave more pain and vexation to the pa- 

5 tients^ 
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tients, and trouble to the opera tor^ than 
the dileafe itfeLf had done ; whereas on 
inquiry into the fate of thofe who have 
been treated in the cool way, or this new 
method, I can fay, that in more than i roo 
there has been only one who has had fo 
much as a boil in the axilla i and that was 
in a child who had an iffue in the fame 
arm, and wliich was at that time dried 
up; and I have only feen two very fmall 

Eiiiperficial boils in others near the place of 
infertion ; and thefe feemed rather to be 
Occafioned by an irritation from the dif- 
charge, than from any other caufcj and 
were all Ibon healed with very little trouble. 

In a few inftances alfo there has been a 
flough in the incifed part^ which has made 
a fore of fhort duration ; but not one in- 
Ilance of an ulcer of any continuance. 
Such little breakings out too, and fcabs, 
as are frequently known to fucceed the 
mild natural fmall- pox, fometimes, though 
rarely, happen to thofe inoculated this way j 
and as they are of the fame little confe- 
quence, are generally cured by the fame 
mediod of a few gentle purges, 

I With 
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bad efFefts foon after the recovery, can be 
produced, reccurfe has been had to other 
meafures to calumniate and difcredit the 
pradice. It would be tedious to enter into 
a detail of the many falfe and ridiculous re- 
ports that have been fpread againft it. In 
general, the conftitution is faid to be in- 
jured ; and the dreadful efFefls are to appear 
^t fome diftant period ; but at what time, 
or what kind of difeafe, nobody pretends 
to determined To thefe general accufa- 
tions it cannot be expefted I fliould give 
other than a general anfwerj which is, that 
from the ftridteft obfervation and inquiry I 
have been able to make, thofe who have 
been inoculated in this way, havei continu- 
ed to enjoy as good a ftate of health as 
their neighbours; nay, many of them have 
thought their conftitutions better after the 
procefs than before. 

But it feems as if thefe oppofers expeded 
that inoculation iliould not only free the in- 
oculated from the fmall-pox, and any early 
bad efFedls, but muft preferve them too from 
all other diforders through the reft of their 
lives. To fuch I can fay nothing; but if 
I z others,

Another charge againft this method of in- 
vMiIation is, that fome have had the diftem* 
j»ii afterwards in the natural way. What 
1 have laid under the head of anomalous 
Ihvall-pox, will I believe fufficiently ac- 
count for the appearances which have oc- 
calioned thefe lalfe reports; and if that 
does ncit fatisfy, I can only add this pofitive 
iltxlaration, that nothing of the kind has 
ever happened to any patient inoculated by 
\\\c i and I firmly believe, no one has ever 
had, or can have, the diftemper a fecond time, 
either in the natural way or from inoculation. 



Thp 
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The Effects of this Treatment 
applied to the natural Small-Pox. 

THE very great relief which perfoni 
uoder inoculation experience from 
frefh air, cold watetj and evacuations by 
ftool, during the fever preceding eruptioDj 
foon determined me to make trial how far 
the like treatment nnight be ufefol to thofc 
who might be feized with the fmall-pox Jn 
the natural way 5 more efpecially in fuch cafes, 
where, from the violence of the iymptoms, 
|a confluent kind was juftly to be appre- 
hended. 



But opportunities of making experiments 
\vf this fort in a fatisfaftory manner are rare, 
"irft, becaufe a phyficiaHj or even medical 
rpfliflance of any kind, is not often called in 
[till the eruption fhews itfelf ; when it is too 
late to eipeft all the good e6Fe(Ss that might 
be hoped for from an earlier trial of this me- 
thod i and fecondly, becaufe the firft attack 
of the fmall-pox is fo much like the be- 
ginning of fome other fevers as not eafily to 
be diftinguijfhed > though a diligent atten- 
tion 



*jw.;.u. 
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general, I iliall only relate whtc has occurred 
to me in reipe^l to the natural fmall-pox. 

In feveral inftances where I have been 
concerned, and where the fymptdms and 
other concurring circumftances induced me 
to think the fmaii-pox was at hand, I have 
directed the like management as I recommend 
to inoculated patients *. 

I have been called alfo to others at the 
time of eruption, where fome puftul^ hav- 
ing already appeared, made the matter clear j 
and in every cafe of this kind, I have en- 
deavoured to get the iick perfon into the 
open air, have generally given the mercurial 
and antimonial pill, and directed a laxa- 
tive to be taken fome hours after it, in 
order to procure three or four ftools; and 
this method I have more particularly en- 
joined, and fometimes repeated where the 
kind has appeared to be bad, and where 
little or no relief has been found from the 
partial eruption -, the lymptoms continuing 
to be fuch as portended great danger, I 
have followed the fame method during every

part 
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|)art of the eruptive fever, intending there- 
by to abate its violcncej to check the erup- 
tion, and prevent the conflux^ and confer 
quently the danger * 

The fuccefs attending this praftice has 
hitherto exceeded nny expectations j though 
it muft be confefledi that as the fymptoms 
run much higher in the natural > than 
they are found to do in the inoculated 
difeafe, the relief has not been fo con lid er- 
able ; and I have found it extremely diffi^ 
cult to perfuade fuch whofe complaints have 
been very fevere to quit their beds, and 
attempt to go abroad : indeed the exceeding 
feeble ftate they are fometimesin, fufficiently 
fhews that great refolution is requilite to put 
this in pradtice^ 

Among thofe who have been treated in 
this manner under my own care and in- 
fpcftion, not one has diedj and the num- 
ber amounts to about 40. Some of the 
moft remarkable cafes will be fubjoined.

The immediate fenfihie effeds of going 
into the open air, are a very great abate- 
ment of heat upon the whole furface of the 
Ikin J whichj though but juft before intenf^ly 
hotj generally in a fhort time feels not much 
warmer than that of a perfon in health. 
The pulfcj from being very ftrong, fall^ and 
quick, becomes lefs hard and full, but con- 
tinues quick; and I have fometlmes * ob- 
ferved it to intermit 5 which, howevef 
alarming it may feem, is not a dangerous 
fymptora* 

The pain in the head is always relieved, 
but that in the back and loins does not 
abate in proportion 5 and although it cofts no 
little pain and trouble to perfift in moving 
abroad under fach circumftancesj attended 
for the moft part with great laffitude, yet 
the patients are fehfible of the benefits they 
receive: and entertaining a good opinion of 
the ufefulnefs of the pradlice, commonly

difpofition to receive nouriflimcnt hourly in- 
creafes. They are then allowed to drink 
thin rpuUon or dhicken broth, milk pottage, 
or tea, as the moft grateful and refrefhing 
cordial fuftenance they can take. Sleep like- 
wife now moft conimonly comes on fpon- 
taneoufly. But they are only permitted to 
cjiijoy this refrefhment by day upon the bed ; 
for I always difluade them from- going into 
it till night. 

. From the foregoing account it appears, 
that the fever precedfng eruption, and the 
moft grievous fymptoms accompanying ity 
are oft^n greatly mitigated by . this prac- 
tice's and I will here add, that the eruption- 
is -moft certainly retarded, that is, it does 
not appear fo foon after the attack of the 
dtfeafe, nor come out fo precipitately wherj 
it ba$ begun to appear, as it feemed likely 
to have done if the natural progrefs had not 
hcen interrupted; an effed:, which, how- 
eyQj: dangerous it may have been thought, 
;nay be produced with the utmoft fafety, and 
flevly ihcws the utility of the pradicc. 
' K 2' For 
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For It IS evident from experience, diat tho 
later the eruption fhews itfelf after the be- 
ginning of the difeafc;, and the flower it 
comes out, the more mild and favourable 
is the fubfequent diforden And I am of 
opinion, that the eruption is not only re- 
tarded and protrafted by this method, but 
likewife that it is in fome degree reprefled i 
having had ftroog reafons to apprehend in 
feveral inftanceSj that the number of puf- 
tules which appeared at firft, were by fuch 
repreffion actually diminifhed ; and thofe 
that remained feemed larger, and of a milder 
kind. 



What has hitherto been faid on the fub-p 
je(^, relates only to the difeafc in its erup- 
tive ftate^ which is certainly a very intereft^ 
ing period^ but that which follows is not 
lefs fo, though not always attended to fa 
much as it defcrves ; for when the eruption 
is compleated, the fymptoms abate> the pa- 
tients fecm relieved, and often to fuch a 
degree, that both they, and their attend- 
ants, flatter themfelves with hopes of a 
)iappy events and think it unneceflary to 

apply 
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apply for any medical affiftance j yet with 
all thefe hopeful appearances^ the number 
and kind of the fmall-pox are frequently 
fuch, as would make a judicious praditioner 
apprehenfive of much danger in the fubfe- 
quent ftages. 

And where the praftltioners themfelves 
may fee reafon to doubt of the events yet few 
or none of them have attemptedi I believe, 
to do much towards preventing the danger ; 
for, unlefs fome preffing fymptoms call for 
immediate relief^ it is the general praftice to 
wait till maturation comes on, and brings 
with it fuch a train of dreadful complaintSg, 
as are more than enough to employ, and too 
Q^en baffle^ the bell abilities. 

In this neglefted interval, from the erup- 
tion being compleated, to the acceffion of 
the fever of maturation > and its concomi- 
tants (an interval which^ in point of duration, 
is very different in different conftitutions 
and kinds of fmall-pox) ; I will venture in 
general to recommend the fame mercurial 
antimonial medicine as was prcfcribed in 

the 
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the eruptive fever, to be repeated at proper 
intervals, till the maturation advances ^ at 
whiph time it oauft certainly be difcontinued:, 
and thefe circumftances can be regulated 
only by thofe who attend, according to the 
urgency of the fymptoms, and the ftrength 
of the patients : a cupful of the following 
apozem fhould, if neceflary, be now-and- 
then taken after the mercurial medicine,, 
often enough to procure three or four ftools a 
day, efpecially if the patient is coflive. 

Take cream of tartar, two drachms; of 
raannaj one ounce ; diflblve them in on® 
quart of barley water, or the peroral 

How far it may be fafe or advifable for 
the patients to venture out into the open air 
d^lring this ftage of the difeafe, I will not 
yet pretend to lay j but they will certainly 
be both refrefhed and invigorated, by being 
Jiept out of bed as much as they can hear, 
without being over-fatigued ; and by frefti 
air let in fometimes through an open win" 
dovv. 

:?dj 
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As the violence of the ernptive kvtr, with 
its attendant com plaints, muft neceflarily 
exhaull: the ftrength and fpirits, both ftiould 
in this interval be recruited, by as much 
proper nourishment (fuch as has been men- 
tioned in the former part of this chapter) 
as can be taken down without offending 
the (lomach ; and alio, if occafion requires, 
widi medicines of a cordial and anodyne 
quality; for this is the time to r&cover as 
much ftrength as poflible, in Ofder lo be 
better able to encounter and bear the pain 
and fever, which will moft certainly hap- 
pen, as the Hate of maturation advances. 

Medicines, except what have been already 
mentioned, feem at this time unnecefiary j 
and they would interfere with, and prevent 
the true rcli(h for, food. # 

But for the befl; method of treadog the 
fm all-pox in its moft dangerous ftage, ^I 
mean iliat of maturation, I muft refer to 
the feveral learned and eminent praiflition- 
ers who have profeffedly written upon the 
lubjeil, whofe opinions and pradlcc I nei- 
ther pretend to correct or amend, I fiiall 

however

however take the liberty to recommend od« 
medicine to be ufed in that ft age of the dif- 
cafe^ which I have found to abate heat» and 
allay thirft, in fuch a manner as to ai^rd a 
very plcaling refrcihmcnti 

Take of the weak fpirit of vitriol one part, 
of the fweet fpirit of vitriol t^vo parts ^ 
mix. Of this the quantity of half an 
ounce may be added to a quarts or pcrhap<s 
three pints of barley water, or the pei3o- 
ral drink » or any other diluent^ and to be 
drank of at pleafure. 

I have at prefent nothing farther to re- 
commend; but what has been faid will I 
prcfume be fufficient^ with the cafes an- 
nexed (in which the method will be more 
plainly defcribed) to juftify farther trials of 
the cooling, repelling, and evacuating prac- 
tice in the beginning, at leaft, of the natu-> 
lal fmall-pox, till the eruption is complcat- 
cdj efpecially where the phyfician has an 
cjpportunity of making the trial before the 
eruption appears, and can be pretty certain, 
^l has good reafon to conclude, that his 

patient's 
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patient's diforder is variolous* And the more 
violent tlie fymptoms are in this ftage of 
the difeafe, the more we fhould be induced 
to employ the means which have been attend- 
ed with fo much fuccefs, in the fame ftage of 
the difeafe after inoculation. 



Bat it may be afked, if I was called to a 
patient in a bad confluent fmall-pox, and find- 
ing the eruption completed, whether in fuch 
a cafe I fhould venture to give and continue 
the ufe of the alterative and purgative medi- 
cine, and advife the patient to go out, if he can 
bear it^ into the open air in cold weather, or 
diredl air to be let in through a window even 
while the mercurial purge may be operating ? 

Before I give a dirc£t anfwer to this quejF- 
tion, let me firft afk the moft expefienccd 
praftitloner) whether he knows any method 
of cure which may in bad cafes be fafely re- 
lied on, to avert the impending danger, and 
fave his patients ? The too well known tatality 
of all kinds of fmall-poXj very clearly proves 
that he-does not, and that no fuch method has 
yet been difcovered. And if this be the cafe, 
L furely 
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furcaj a bold, and even ha2ardoas piaAice, is 
▼err juftifiablc towards any fuch unhappgr 
patients, who lie as it were under fentmcc of 
a cruel death, not to be prevented by vrhat aie 
called the regular and uiual methods. But 
ftill it may be urged, that no impciKiiog 
danger, however great, can fuffidently jofUfy 
the trial of any hazardous experiment, unleft 
iupported t^ ibme degree of reafon or ex- 
pericnce* Happy, indeed, it is, when we 
have thefe two guides before us; but when 
they are feparated, the latter is certainly mc^ 
to be relied on, and her I have endeavoared 
hitherto to follow. 

For in the pradice of inocul^on expe«> 
tience has taught me, that after as well as 
before the eruption, perfons may iafely take 
mercurial purges, and go out during their 
operation (though I have feldom advifed any 
to do fo) into the cold air, in inclement 
weather, without fufiering the lead harm 
or fubfequent ill confequence from it« And 
by this experience I was led, though with 
great caution, to try whether the fame practice 
tnig^t not be fafely employed in the cure 

Of 
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of the natural fmall-pox, as well ^s ihe ino- 
culated i nor have the trials been unfupcefsful j 
for though among the patjents I have treated 
in this manner^ fome had confluent forts, yet 
were the complaints unufually moderate 
throughout the whole progrefs of the difeafe, 
and the maturation was completed^ without 
fuch troublefome and alarming fymptoms and 
events as might be expected under any other 
known method of treat nient; nor did any 
fecondajy fey.er enfue, 

J would not, however, be underf|ood to en^ 
tertain fo good an opinion of this method, as 
to infinuate that it will fave all who have the 
bad confluent kind ; too many of thefe arc inr 
curable; but I am not without hopes, that jt 
may give a chance of recoyery, hitherto un- 
tried, to m^ny; and even if this alterative and 
evacuating courfe in the early part of the 
difeafe fhould not fucceed, fo as to avert the 
approaching danger^ I think there is great rea- 
fon to fuppofe that nouriflipient, cordials, and 
opiates, which may be wanted in thp ftate of 
rnaturation, will be adminiftered with more 
advantage and fecurity after it, than if that 
method had not been previouDy taken.

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It feems neceflary, however, to declarei 
that nothing which has been faid is meant to 
relate to praftice in the bleeding or purple 
fmall-pox ; though very cold repellent me- 
thods may perhaps deferve to be tried in 
thefe hitherto fatal cafes, provided it can be 
done early; but the mercurial evacuating 
courfe feems quite improper. 

Upon the whole, what has been faid on the 
natural fpall-pox, mufl wait the award of 
time and experience, the only tefts of the 
utility of any praftice s for I have lived long 
enough to have feen feveral inftances where 
very ingenious and well-meaning men have 
been greatly miftaken, by relying too mucif 
on the firft inaprcffions made by a few fuc? 
cefsful experiments.

CONCLUSION. 



BEFORE I difmifs the fabjea, it may not 
be improper to givefome account of the 
motives that induced mc to adopt this me^ 
^hod. 

During the courfe of many years pradicc 
jof inoculating in the former uCual method, I 
generally committed to writing the moft re- 
piarkable occurrences, to have rccourfe to. 
Among thefe, I had recorded fome cafes, 
which proved that thofe who had fuffered 
moft, were in general fuch as have been 
Icept warm, and nurfed with the greateft 
tendernefs and care, Thcfc fads difpof- 
ed me to think of a cooler manner of 
treating the difeafe, and made mc attentive 
to the reports of fuch a method having been 
pradifed in fome parts of this country with 
great fuccefs, though too extravagant at firll 
|o deferve credit. 

The 
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The reports, however, pf this pradlice flill 
gained ground ; and, upon the ftri^efl ei)- 
quiry, I found they were for the moft part 
true, and that fuch who were treated in this 
way, paflcd through the diftemper in a more 
favourable manner than my own patients^ 
or thofe of the mod able pra(Sitioncrs in 
the old method of inoculation} alio that 
the inopulators in this new way enjoined a 
ftrifter regimen as to diet, than I had hi- 
therto thought neceflary ; and that they 
frequently brought their uninfected patients 
into the prefence of thofe who had the 
difeafe, and inoculated them imnfiediately 
with fluid matter, taken on the point .of a 
lancet, and by a very flight pundlure or 
incifion; applying no drefling or covering 
afterwards. 

This way of performing the operation 
pleafed me, as far as related to the flight- 
nefs of the inciiion, and the ufe of frcfh 
matter 5 for I had (in common with other 
inoculators) fometimes failed of infe<5ling, 
by ufing a thread that had been kept too long 
in a phial: but the circumftance of brings 

ing 
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ing the perfon to be inoculated into the prc- 
fence of one who had the fmall-pox fcemed 
hazardouSj left there might be an accumu- 
lation of infedion. 

All doubts, however, were at laft removed 
by the authenticated accounts that I received 
of thefe particulars, and of the good fuccefs 
that attended the praftice^ and I began 
to try it in January 1 765 ; when, after 
having direfled a ftrid: regimen and fome 
mercurial purges, I inoculated with fluid 
matter I proceeding with much circumfpec- 
tion and attention; my patients being ex- 
pofed to the open air in that cold feafon. 
The great advantage they received from 
this treatment was foon apparent, and more 
than fufficient to encourage my continu- 
ance in the pradice; till repeated experi- 
ments induced me to think, that inftead of 
fuppofing the fever in the fmall-pox to be 
the iijftrument employed by nature to fub- 
due and expel the variolous poifon, we 
ihould rather confider it as her greatefl: 
enemy, which, if not vigoroully reftraiaed, 
h apt to produce much danger ; and that 
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all fuch means (hould be ufed as are moft 
likely to controul its violence, and extinguifb 
the too great fervor of the blood. Piirfuant 
to this opinion, befides keeping my patients 
in the open air, which I had learned from 
others, I firfl direded the mercurial and* 
antimonial medicine, and the laxative courie 
in the eruptive ftate ; the manner of admi* 
niftering which, and thefuccefs attending^ 
has been already related. 

It may perhaps appear Angular that bleed- 
ing has neither been once mentioned or di- 
redled in the courfe of this work, though by 
general confent it is allowed to be the moft 
efficacious remedy in all infiammatory cafes. 
To this I can only fay, that the regimen 
and medicine above prefcribed commonly 
reduce the patients fo much as to render 
bleeding unneccfiary. And in the natural 
fmall-pox it feemed mofr lealbnable to ad- 
here, as ftridtly as poffible, to thofe meaiures 
which had contributed apparently fo much 
towards paffing fo eaniy through inocula- 
tion. I doubt not, however, that cafes will 

arife. 
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arife, in whicK bleeding may not only be 
•fafe, but extremely falutary. 

It will, I hope, be needlefs to tell the 
reader, that I have difclofed the whole of 
what I know with certainty relative to this 
procels, as the regimen, medicines, different 
types of the difcafe, the rules of prognoftic, 
and various events, &c. are fully and faith- 
fully Tchttdy according to the bcft of my 
judgment and experience. And I believe, if 
the method now recommended is carefully 
purfued, it will* be found to anfwer with a 
fuccefs at leaft equal to any yet difcovered, 
Neyerthelefs it is reafonable to fuppofe, that 
further experience may produce fome im* 
provements ; yet when it is confidered how 
ihort a time is required for preparation, how 
few medicines are to be taken> thofe medi- 
cines* neither naufeous in themfelves, nor 
violent in their operation, of a kind likely 
ta be beneficial to moft conftitutions, and 
hurtful to none, unlefs^ injudicloufly admi-r 
piftered, that the difeafe is ufually fo mild 
gs to require little or no confinement (the 
^mpl^ints of far the greater number being, 
M . that 
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that they have too little of the (lift^fnper) 
^nd that the difagreeable coi^fequences which 
fometimes happened after the former me- 
thod of inoculation are likewife by this moft 
commonly obviated ; I do not fee that much 
alteration can bp even wifhed for. That 
which appears moft likely to b? madej is in 
fliortening the time of preparation ; for as 
I have often been obliged to inoculate with- 
out any^ and have always hac} ihfi fame fqc- 
ipefs, it has inclined m^ to thinks that much 
if not the whole of this procpfs may be dif- 
penfed with, except in very fiill habits, or 
where other p^rticqlar circumftanpes may 
require it. But in all thefe cafes, from the 
infertipn of the matter to the time of the 
pruptivp complaints, the patients have been 
Jcept to a clofe obfervance pf diet, gnd the 
ufe of the preparatory mpdicines, proportioned 
as well as I could to their ponditidn : for I 
durft not, by way of experiment, difpenic 
with the ufe of me^furcs that }iad becR 
^itherto fo fucce^nl^ 

Should it be aflced then, To what parti- 
pillar circumftancc thp fuccefs is owing ? I 
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tail only anfwer^ that although the whole 
proceife may have ibme (hare in it, in my 
opinion it confifts chiefly in the method of 
inoculating with recent fluid matter, aqd 
lb the management of the padents at the 
time of eruption. If thefe conjedures fhould 
be trae, perhaps we ihodid be found to have 
improved but little upon the judicious Sy- 
denham's cool method of treating the di& 
eafe, afid the old Greek woman's method of 
inoculating with fluid matter carried warm 
in her fervanit's boibm.

Things remaining in this ftate^ I indicfl- 
lated hini ag^ti on the 30th in the morning, 
being the eighth d^y from the firfl inocit- 
lation. On the evening of the fkme day fae 
complained of chillinefs, attended with pain 
in his head and limbs, and pafled an uncafy 
night. Thefe complaints lafted in a vety 
moderate degree for two days more^ bat 
without the leaft appearance of a fever. A 
very few pimples were difcovered upon the 
decline of thefe fymptoms, but they foon 
vanished without maturating. 

CASE III. 

Nov. 23d.] A third patient, a young man 
twenty years of age, was inoculated witli the 
two lad. I had not feen his arm from the 
time he was inoculated to the 28th, when 
he came to the houfe in company with the 
others. He faid the incifed part had itched 
very much the firft three or four days, but it 
now appeared nearly in the fame fbte as the 
preceding. 

He was alfo inoculated again on the 30th. 
But as the fucceeding complaints, and doubt- 
ful eruption in this cafe, bore an exadl re- 

femblance 
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fcmblance to thofe of the former, it is nced-^ 
kfs to repeat tliem. 

Nothing happened to ehher from the fe- 
cond ipoculation^ 



CASE IV. 

iy6£i May 5th.] A man aged twenty* 
four was inoculated; after which he went to 
vifit a relation, till it ftiould be thought pro- 
per for hini to come to the houfe, which I 
direfted him to do on the iith, if he fliould 
continue well till that time. 

He took with him two calomel pills, one 
of five and the other of ten grains. He was 
ordered to take the leaft on the 8 th, the 
other on the following night, and an ounce 
of purging falts next morning. 

i did not fee him till the nth, when 
he came to the houfe ; he was then per- 
feftly well, but faid he had been a little 
giddy for the laft day or two, and that his 
head ached very much the preceding day for 
about an hour, infomuch that he thought 
he muft have come over^ that his arm had 
itdied very much, and the purge worked 



yery brilkly. 



Upon 
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Upon examining the armSj both incifions 
appeared to be con fider ably inflamed, and 
looked juft as is ufual on the approach of the 
eruptive fever, which I had not the leaft 
doubt would foon happen. 

On the 1 2th he complained of fome pain 
in the right fhoulder, and under the arm, 
which he faid was ftifF> and felt as if it was 
fwelled- However, he continued perfe<3:ly 
well and free from all complaints to the 
15th; the arms appearing as is nfual when 
the diftemper is attended with very few puf- 
tules; that is to fay, not quite free from in- 
flammation, but with a flight one. 

The cafe being not fo clear as could be 
wiihed, in order to be thoroughly fatisfied, I 
inoculated him again^ taking particular care 
to infeft the part welh 

On the 16th in the morning he took a 
dofe of In€ Sen. and Manna, 

He continued quite well, and no itching, 
or iigns of infeftion appeared from the laft 
inoculation* 



CASE 
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CASE V. 

May 3d.] A man of 44 was inoculated* 
t faw him every day, and it was eafy to per- 
ceive that the infedtion had taken place very 
early. 

On the 7th it appeared fo forward, that 
i ventured to prognofticate he would have 
a very early and mild diforder, and no 
eruption. 

On the 8th he complained of a pain in his 
head and back, and that he felt a general 
uneafinefs, attended with a lofs of appetite;, 
which at other times was very good. He 
continued complaining in this manner that 
whole day, but on the next found himfelf 
pretty well, and continued fo without any 
other illnets. The inflamed appearance on 
the incifion abated from this time. 

His health returned, and he flill remains 
perfedly well. 

CASE VI. 

A middle-aged man was inoculated at 

the fame timej whofc cafe in every cir- 

N cumftance 
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cumftancc fo nearly^ refcmbled the former, 
as to render it^ needlcfs to enumerate the 
particulars. 

Both were inoculated 'a fecond time with- 
out any eruption or figns of infediion hap- 
pening in confequence of it. 

CASE vir. 

Dec. 5th,] A healthy man of 38 was 
inoculated. On the 7th he called on me, 
when his arm itched very much, and fhew- 
ed certain marks of the inf^dlion having 
fucceeded. 

The inflammatory appearance was then 
confiderably abated, and the intifions fcemed 
difpofed to heal. He felt na uneafinefs on 
the part, nor had he anyillnefe. 

On the 1 2th and 13 th he complained of 
pains in his head and Jimbs, as alfo of ftiflF* 
nefs under his arms, which I efteem one of 
the moft certain proofs of the infedioa 
having taken place. There was no altera- 
tion in the pulfe, nor any other fign of a 
fever; a few pimples about the neck and 
arms followed thefe complaints, yet not fiich 
as I ihould have efleemed variolous on any 
4 other 
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other occafion; for fome foon dlfappeared; 
and others, which remained long enough to 
have a little matter formed in them, proceeded 
to this ftate with great irregularity. 

He was inoculated again, but without the 
Jeaft effea. 

CASE VIII. 

A man between 50 and . 60 was inocu- 
lated about four in the afternoon: on the 
morning of the third day after the inocula- 
tion I fii ft faw his arms, when they fhew- 
ed uncommon figns of infection, being al- 
ready much inflamed ; and upon inquiry, I 
recdved from him the following account : 
that on the fame evening he v^as inoculated, 
he felt an uneafinefs and nqmbnefs at and 
near the place of infertion; and that the 
day following thefe complaints increafed, 
and fpread up to the fhoulder of one arm, 
which was very ftiflF and numbed ; that the 
inciflon had itched feveral times, and his 
arms felt as if he had been bruifed by a 
blow with a very large ftick. And on 
the preceding evening, wjiich was the 
fecond from the inoculation, his head had 
N 2 been 
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been giddy and in pain, accompamcd with 
fome chilly fits ; but all thefe fenfations went 
off without any other illnefs. He had refted 
well, and never thought himfelf in better 
health. 

From this time I faw him at difFerent 
times every day, and he continued in per- 
fedl health; only fonietimes, efpecially to- 
wards evening, he faid he felt as if he had 
drank too much. The arms were much 
inflamed ; but on the 6th and 7th day they 
altered their colour to a darker hue,' and 
the inflammation and hardnefs were evi* 
dently abating. He now defired to go a 
journey of about 20 miles on bufinefs ; and 
this I Confented to, from an abfolute confix 
dence that he was fecure from any alarming 
attack ; having firft enjoined him not to go 
into company where he might rifque fpread-^ 
ing the infedlion; for his breath at this time 
had that peculiar oflfenfive fmell which ac- 
companies the difeafe. 

He returned the following day, being 
the 8th, in the afternoon, making no 
complaint but of hunger ; yet faid his 
head had ached the preceding night after 
his journey, f^fls .arms vvere nowr ra- 
ther 
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ther more inflapicd, which I attributed' to 
the fridtion they might have in the chaife j 
but from this time all complaints of every 
kind ceafed. His arms foon became quite 
well; he took his firft purge on the fol* 
Ipwihg day, a fecond on the nth, and re- 
turned hortie on the 13 th from the inocula-f 
tion, without having a fingle eruption of any 
kind. 

It is remarkable in this gentleman $ cafe, 
that being fo well he did not chufe to live 
with thofc who had the diftemper, but con-- 
tinned in a lod^ng with his wife, who ac- 
companied him by way of nurfe, in full con- 
fidence of having had the fmall*pox many 
years fincc. However, after they got hoiaie, 
fhe fell ill, and had the diftemper in a very 
clear but favourable manner, and doubtle^ 
caught it of her huiband, 

CASE IX. 

A young gentleman aged nineteen was in-, 
oculated June 2d, 1765. 

On the 3d he rode out with a friend in 
an open chaife, and it being ftormy wea- 
ther returned home wet. I called on him 
next morning, and found him in bed, com- 
plaining 
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plaining that he had rcftcd ill, felt fliooting 
pains in his head, his throaf a little fore, 
thought himfelf feverifh, and that he had 
taken cold the preceding day. All this 
fcemed very probable j his pulfe was too 
quick, thought the heat not confiderablc, and 
he was in a moderate fweat. 

He rofe about ten, and kept within doors 
the whole day, complaining of wcarinefs^ 
flight pain in the head and about the (boul- 
ders ; alfo that the incifed parts felt uneafy, 
and itched. 

On the 5th he thought his cold confider- 
ably better, and ventured abroad. His arm 
appeared certainly infcdled, and very for- 
ward ; infomuch that I fufpefted he would 
have no more illnefs in confequence of the 
inoculation. > 

On the 7th the inflammation on the arm 
was coniiderably abated, and the incifion 
feemed difpofed to heal. 

Apprehending from thefe circumflances 
that nothing more was to be expedted from 
the operation, he was inoculated again in the 
evening, from a perfon who had the diftemper 
pretty full, though of a diftincl kind, in the 
natural way. 

No 
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No marks, however, of infedlon enfued 
from this laft operation ^ and he continued 
vifiting with me many patients in all flages of 
the difcafe : fo that it is probable he was then 
in more danger of infedion than he will 



ever be again. 



CASE X. 



Dec* 19*] A healthy florid young man 
wag inoculated in both arms ; and foon after 
on the fame day he felt a difagrceable numb- 
nefs and ftiffnefs, beginning at the incilion in 
one arm, and extending as high up as the 
fhoulder- That night at going to bed h« 
took five grains of calomel in a pilh 

On the 2oth the fame kind of fenfation in 
the arm remained, extending alfo to that 
fiBe of the head I which was in fome pain- 
Thefe complaints continued this day and the 
next. I ordered him to take the fame mer- 
curial pill at going to bed. 

2 2d* Another indifferent night, with the 
fame complaints^ and a ftiffnefs in both 
Ihouldcrs. The pulfe appeared to be rather 
quickened, but without any fuch increafe of 

warmth 
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warmth as was fufficient C6 be called fevet« 
The iticifions were unufually forward. 

233. In the morning I was told he was 
better, and had taken a ride to vifit his mo- 
ther at about ten miles dlftance ; alfb .that he 
had feveral pimples, which were believed to 
be the diftempcr. 

In the afternoon he returned, when I found 
there were feveral puftules out, which had 
the appearance of being true fmall-pox 3 and 
his arms * were as forward as is ufual at the 
time of eruption. All his complaints were 
now gone oiF, and he feemed quite well. 

24th. Gone abroad for his plcafure. 

25th. He called on mc; and .the puftules 
having advanced properly towards ipatura-^ 
tion, I ordered him immediately to the houfe, 
where he remained perfeftly well, and the 
puftules, which were about twenty, maturated 
very kindly. 

27th. He took a purgative, which opc^ 
rated moderately. On the 28th he returned 
home in good healthj and has continued ^ 
ever lince, ^ 



CASE 
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C A S E XI. 

Two men were inoculated at the fame 
time^ the one about 40 years of age, cor- 
pulent, and fubjedt to the rheumatifm ; the 
other between 50 and 60, very thin and 
healthy. 

I faw both thefe patients on the third 
day, when the places cf infertion were in 
each fo very much inflamed, that I was 
pretty certain they would fcarce have any 
eruption, and acquainted them with my 
opinion ; both made complaints of itching 
and uneafinefs in the part ; there was how- 
ever this difference, the elder faid he had 
felt a numbnefs and fmarting from the tiqie 
of inoculation, particularly the following 
night; that his head had been in pain, and 
he had had feveral chilly fits. The other 
complained that his arms felt hot and itched, 
but he was very well. They both came to 
me on the fixth day, when the inflam- 
mation on the arm of the elder was con- 
fiderably abated; and he faid from the 
time that I faw him lafl, he had remained 
O free 
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free from any complaint, except a flight 
uneafinefs on the pares infcdled. The 
incifions of the other were ftill in an in- 
flamed ftate; he faid that his head had 
ached, and that he was very chilly the pre- 
ceding night; both ihefe fymptoms con- 
tinued for two days more; but the attacks 
were irregular, lafted but a very fhort time, 
and there was not the leaft appearance of 
fever. The other held pcrfedly well, and 
all figns of inflammation on the arms of both 
foon difappeared. 

They both remained feveral days in the 
fame houfe, and kept company with 
others in different ftages of the difeafe; 
the elder of the two was inoculated again, 
but without the leaft figns of the infec- 
tion taking place, and both remain in good 
health. 

CASE, XII. 

A gentlewoman turned of 50^ of a cor- 
pulent habit and clear complexion, was in- 
pculated about noon. On the following; 

morning 
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morning (he informed me that the inocu- 
lated parts, and more efpecially one arm, 
had fmarted very much, and feit numb up 
to the flioulder, and had been fufficiently 
troublefome to difturb her reft; upon in- 
fpeding the parts, they were found much 
inflamed, and a little elevated, Thefe kinds 
of feelings were complained of that whole 
day, and towards night her head ached j 
but (he had no increafe of heat, or altera- 
tion in the pulfe. On the third morning 
there was a flufhing on the Ikin round the 
pundtiire on each arm, nearly the breadth 
of a fixpence; on applying the finger, it 
felt hard about the middle ; and upon the 
whole, the appearances of infedbn were 
as evident as are ufually obfervable on the 
9th or loth day. I therefore ventured to 
aflfure her, that the difeafe would pafs over 
in a very flight manner, and moft probably 
without any eruption j and the event juftified 
my prognoftic. 

She complained a little of pain in her 
liead for feveral evenings, and the inflam- 
mation on her arm incrcafed ; but on the 
6th day it began to turn to a yellowifh 
O 2 brown. 
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brownj ami every inflammatory appearance 
wore off: flie remained perfedtly well, living 
with thofc who had the difl:eniper> 2nd in eq 
infeded houfe, without any illnefs. 



CASE XIIL 



"January 9, A ftrong healthy man, aged 24, 
was inoculated. The eruptive complaints 
began on tlie 8th day, ran pretty high, 
and on the inoculated parts of each arm 
he felt very great and unufual pains. On 
the loth a true eryfipelatous fwelling 
attacked one arm, and extended from the 
flioulder to the elbow \ the other was alfo 
affefted in the like manner, but not fo con- 
fiderably. In the evening of the fame day 
he complained of great pain and forenefs 
about his ftomachj and at this time the 
whole furface of the fkin was nearly covered 
with a rafh and petechial fpots of different 
colours and lizes* 

What I diftinguifh by the name of rafli, 
were pimples much refembling the confluent 

pocks. 



I 
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pocks, and rifing above the fkm ; the pete- 
chial fpots were interfperfed, and even with 
the Ikin j feme of thefe were fmall iike flea- 
bites, others were near as large as a filver 
penny i fome were of a very dark purple, 
and others of a livid colour. I obferved 
thena carefully, aflifted by a good convex 
glafsj and found the appearances lingular and 
alarming. But as the fever was not high in 
proportion to fuch appearances^ the head and 
back free froai pain, and no great weaknefs 
attended, the event feemed to be the left 
doubtful. The patient drank a bafon of white 
wine whey at going to bed^ and I found 
him pretty well in the morning : the ery- 
lipelas began to be lefs fiery, and put on a 
darker hue ; a few large diftin€l puftules of 
real fmall-pox foon difcovered themfelves, 
and from this time all went on very well j 
the arms indeed were of a livid colour for 
fome timej but gave the patient no pain or 
uncafinefs^ fo that he paffed through the 
w^hole procefs perfedly well in every other 
refpciti 



CASE 



CASE XIV. 

A healthy yoang woman 20 years of age^ 
after having taken two of the preparatory 
powders, had a flight fever, accompanied 
with ficknefs at (lomach, which were fol* 
lowed by an er3rfjpelatoiis rafh; on this ac- 
coont inoculation was poftponcd four da3rs, 
when the ra(h was toulfy gone. On the 7th 
day from the inoculation fhe began to have 
die eruptive fymptoms, whidi were ac- 
companied with more fever and pain in the 
head and back than is ufual, alio veiy great 
ficknefs and vomiting; thete were fucceeded 
by an univerfal raih, of the fame kind as 
had ha{];>ened before; in this fituation fhe 
was Mdered to keep her room, and the foi* 
lowing medidne direded : 

Take compcxind powder of crabs claws, 
one fcruple ; emetic tartar, one grain. 

This operated moderately by vomit, dif- 
charging fome bile, and alfo twice by flool. 
The ftomach was much relieved, but the 
raih remained, and put on (b much the ap- 
pearance of a confluent eruption, that I could 
icarcc be fatisficd it was not fo, though I had 

feen 
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fecn in the fame perfon but a few days be- 
fore a fmaller degree of the fame rafh. What 
made the cafe more doubtful was, that the 
fever ftill remained pretty high ; and her head 
and back were not much relieved by this 
eruption. In this fituation I did not think it 
advifeable to expofe the patient to the open 
air, but diredled only a faline mixture, with 
compound powder of crabs claws, and that 
fhe fliould keep her room, but not her bed. 

Onthe lothafewdiftindpuftules wefe to 
bediftinguiflied, the rafli began to look fainter, 
and the whole terminated in a very favourable 
diftind eruption, without any particular ac- 
cident : the fkin peeled off univerfally, as is 
not uncommon after a rafti. 



C AS E XV. 

A man aged 44, on the fixth day after 
inoculation began to complain of pains in his 
head and back, and of being frequently very 
qold. Thefe lafted wi^db great fe verity, info* 
much that he took the alterative pill, a purging 
draught, and kept miich in the air till the 9th, 
whea about ten puftules appeared, and his 

complaints 
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complaints ccafed. The(e (eemed likely to dry 
away widioot maturating, which is not un« 
frequently the cafe where there are very few. 

On the 1 2th he took a purge ; his arm 
remained conliderably inflamed ; but as he 
was very defirous of going to a reladoo's 
houfe, where he propofed to be aired, I 

confented to it. 

On the 1 6th I was told he had been mucli 
indifpofed fince his removal, and that he 
wifhed to fee me. 

On the 17th I vifited him, and found a 
confiderable number of puftules, to the 
amount of about 40, in the face, of true 
fmall-pox. The account he gave me was, 
that he found himfelf very ill on the evening 
after his removal, and that he perceived the 
puftules the next morning. This was on 
the 1 4th day from the inoculation, and the 
forwardnefs they were in agreed well with 
his account. His arm continued much in- 
flamed, with many puftules near the inciiion. 

CASE XVL 
A healdiy young man was inoculated De- 
cember the 6th, 1766. On the nth and 12th 
4 he 
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he was cold and hot alternately, and com^ 
plained of great pain in his head, back, and 
limbs. 

The 13th he was much eafier, but ftlll 
felt pains in his head and back. The inocu- 
lated parts, which from the operation till this 
day I had no opportunity of feeing, (hewed 
evident figns of infeftion ; but theikin at the 
incifion wa£ pale, not elevated, nor did a 
thin fluid appear under the cuticle, as is ufual 
when the progrefs of infeftion is favourable 5 
neither had he felt much uneafinefs about the 
incifions, or ftifFiiefs in the axilla. 

14th. He was free from ali complaints ; 
the difcblouration on the arm had fpread 
>Yider, and two or three puftules were dif« 
covered near the place of infertion, 

15th. Many puftules appeared in different 
parts, about one hundred, 

1 6th. The puftules were properly advanced, 
and the man feemed to be perfedWy well. 
But there were now fomc appearani::es in the 
arm which I was difTatisfied with : for the in- 
pculated pact was covered with a great number 
? 9f 
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ef very fmall pale-coloured confluent puff 
tales: atid the incifion^ inftead of being ele- 
vated, was depreffed, and of a livid colour kj 
the middle; this fometimes happens^ and 
denotes an efchar and ulceration at the con- 
clufion of the difeafe. 

17th. He was feized in the middle of the 
day with a ftiivering fitj fucceeded by great 
heat and pain in the head, back^ and limbs, 
which continued all the following night. He 
likewile felt confiderable pain at the incifion^ 
and in the llioulder extending to the axilla. 

1 8th, In the morning he complained of 
great pain at the incilion up to the fhoulder 
^nd the axilla of one arm. The pulfe was 
yery^ quick, and the fever high. In this 
fituation I made no doubt but there would be 
a feccnd eruptiooj and therefore perfuaded 
him to get up and go into the air, and direct- 
ed an Infufion of fena and manna to be taken 
immediately. 

This operated four times, and he was 
confiderably relieved of all his complaints; 
|btit frefli puftules now made their appear- 
pnce on the face and other parts, to the 

gmount 
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amount of double the number at leaft of the 
, firft. From this time he remained quite free 
from fever, and every other copiplaint 5 the 
laft puftules, as well as the firft, rtiaturating 
in the moft favourable manner. But what 
is very remarkable, both crops of puftules 
ripened nearly about the fame time 5 for the 
progrefs of thofe which came out firft feemed 
to be retarded by the fecond eruptive fever, 
and the latter puftules advanced quicker than 
ufual^ 

CASE XVII. 
June zdii Twenty-two perfons were ino- 
* culated, who lodged at two neighbouring 
hpufes. 

On the 4th in the evening one of them, a 
man aged 30, had a (hivering fit, fucceeded 
by fever, with pain in the head, back, and 
fide, which continued all night. 

5th. In the morning, when I firft vifited 
him, the pulfe was very quick, full, and 
ftrong, and the former complaints remained, 
but I found him walking about the houfc. 
On infpedling the incifions, both were quite 
well J while thofe of every one of his aflb- 
ciates, which I fawat the fame time, fticwed 
evident mgrks of infeftion. 

P 2 Thk 
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This patient had been very much in tlnf 
way of infedlion, and I lufpeftcd that he was 
going to hare the fmalUpox in the natural 
way : I therefore dircded the mercurial and 
antimonial pill to be t^ken at night, and that 
he ftiould go into the air as much as he could 
bear, but not go into bed. 

6th. In the morning I was informed th^t 
he had been fick and vomited, without hav- 
ing a Aool : and that all his complaints re* 
mained, though not quite fo violent. I pre- 
fcribed half an ounce of Glauber's fait and 
half an ounce of manna, diflblved iti water- 
gruel, to be taken immediately. 

In the afternoon I found him in bed, but 
was told he had been in the air, and that the 
. purge had operated fonrr times. He was now 
difpofed to fweat, and his pains were abated; 
but the fever remained as before, with a 
white dry tongue 3 he had a troublefome 
cough, difEcult refpiration, and great op- 
preffion at his ftomach, but there was ngt 
the leaft fign of infedion in the arm/ 

7th. In the morning he was much in the 
fame ftatc, only weaker. I prescribed a fait 

*f 
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*f wormwood mixture, with Mindererus's 
fpirit, an oily mixture for his cough, and 
one grain of emetic tartalr mixed with io 
grains of compound powder of crabs claws 
to be taken in the evening- 

8th. He had four ftools in the night, fweat- 
cd pretty well, and got fome fleep j but he 
coughed much, breathed with difficulty, ex- 
pedorated fome thin frothy phlegm, and 
complained of great pain in his breaft and 
fide. Eight ounces of blood were directed to 
be taken away; the antimonial powder was 
repeated, with an addition of one grain of 
calomel 5 and he was diredled to drink fre- 
quently a cup-full of peftoral decoction, to a 
quart of which was added one ounce and a 
half of Mindererus's fpirit. 

pth. The blood taken away yefterday was 
very fizy, the pain in the breaft and fide 
much abated, but the cough very trouble- 
fome, and the expeftorated phlegm ftreaked 
with blood. The inoculated parts were now 
difcoloured, (hewed evident figns of infedion, 
and that we fliould foon have the fmall-pox 
to encounter together v^^ith the peripneu- 
xnonic difprder, 

loth. 
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loth. Vciy rcftlefs all the night, coughed 
touch, and t?vith great difficulty expcdtoratecf 
brown vifcid phlegm. The bleeding Avas re- 
peated, and the ufe of the adtimonial powder 
and other medicines continued ; which had 
every day procured fome ftools, and fupported 
a'conftant breathing fweat. 

I ith. The blood was ftill found iizy, aind 

the fever, cough, difficulty of refpiration and 

cxpedtoration were increafed. The progrefs 

of infedion in the arm was flow, but jQiew-^ 

cd, however, that the eruptive fever would 

foon come on ; and I was apprehenfive that 

it would be fo confounded with the perip- 

neumonic diforder as to caufe much perplex-* 

ity, I determined neverthelefs to attempt to 

relieve the latter by whatever means I could, 

and wjut the event 5 and therefore ordered 

more blood to be taken, a bliftering plaifter to 

be applied between the fhoulders, and a fmall 

quantity of gum ammoniacum to be added to 

his pe£toral m^cines. In the evening I was 

informed that all the troublefome fymptoms 

were confiderably abated. 

It muft here be noted^ that all the com* 

pany, 
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pany, who had been inoculated at the famt 
time, were now ill^ and moft qi them ha4 
£bmc eruptions, 

J 2th. He had had more reft; but though 
moft of his complaints were relieved^ yet the 
fever ftill continued, and he expedorate4 . 
with difficulty fome very dark-brown phlegm, 
Co that no alteration w^s made in his medi:* 
fines« 

The appisarancc on the incifions Ipread, 
but did not look as ufual when the eruptive 
complaints are begun. 

13 th, The fever, pain in the fide, coughs 

and difficulty of expedorationj being again 

increafeds I ordered a veficatory to the lide, 

and fome oxymel of fquilis in ape<5oral miaC'

1 4th. The fever and pain of the fide were 
abated, and he had obtained fome little fleep, 
which was however much difturbed by 
fudden ftartings. The ikln at the incifions 
had an unufual appearance, not eafily to be 
defcribcd : and infi^d pf being iofiamed^ as it 

l^fiiaUjr 
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vfually is, where the progrefs of the infec-^ 
tion is favourable, and not interrupted by 
fome extraordinary accident, it was of a pale 
hue, 

ijth. He had relied ill, and the cough 
was fo troubleibme, that I ordered more 
l)lood to be taken, and the medicines to be 
continued. The incifions this day looked 
like puftules irregularly ftiaped, and a fluid 
appeared under the cuticle, 

i<fth. All fymptoms were more moderate; 
two puftules were difcovered in the face, and 
thofe at the incifions feemed tending to 
maturation. 

17th. All complaints much eafier; the 
puftules at the incifions were more elevated, 
and had matter in them 3 but the pthers 
were but little advanced, and looked pale, 

1 8th, He. was in all refpecfts fo much better, 
that he ventured to ride out on horfeback, apd 
I was releafed from my attendance ; nor did 
I fee him afterwards till he called at my houfe 
in good health 00 the jth of July. But he 

3 thea 
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then informed me, that in the afternoon of 
the J 9th of June, the day after I took my 
leare of him, he had been extremely hot 
and feveriih; was relieved on the 20th 
from all feverifh iymptoms^ and difcovered 
a great number of puftules, which rofe, 
filled, and ripened without any further ill- 
nefs J fo that he did not think it neceflary 
to fend me any notice of them. Looking in 
his face, I faw about thirty marks of fmall- 
pox, which confirmed the truth of his 
report, 

I have alfo fmce received a very fatisfac- 
tory account that many puftules in his face 
and other parts, which came out after the 
time I faw him, ilayed a proper time, and 
maturated completely. 

CASE XVIIL 



A middle-aged man, on the fixth day 
after he had been inoculated, complained 
of pain in his head and back, and had a 
flight degree of fever. The complin ts 
remained till the 8th, when there appeared 
fome eruptions on the face, which I took to 
be variolous : but it is to be noted, that 
Q^ having 
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having lived pretty freely, his face v/as very 
red and full of pimples j and neither the 
preparation nor medicines had much altered 
that appearance; fo that it was no cafy 
matter to diftinguifli between thofe which 
were habitual to him, and the frefli ones. 
The arm at this tin e was very confiderably 
inflamed, as is ufual about the time of 
eruption. 

On the 9th he was perfcdlly well, and no 
more eruptions (hewed themfclves. 

Having 4iad feveral patients who un- 
doubtedly paflTed through the diftemper 
with no more illnefs than this man had 
felt, and fometimes even without any erup- 
tion, I really thought that the affair was 
over. 

On the loth he took a laxative draught, 
eat a piece of mutton, and drank fome ale. 
On the afternoon of the. fame day I ifound 
him complaining of a pain in his hcad^ 
which he thought was occafioned by his 
venturing abroad during the operation of 
the purge* He had now more fever than 

- ..J -v ■ ■ - ' . ■ 
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at any other time before ; however, as he 
averred that his complaints were fuch as he 
ufually felt from a flight cold, I did not ap- 
prehend any thing more. 

On the nth in the morning he was flill 
much indifpofed, and had refted ill. In 
the evening of the fame day I found him 
much better, but he faid there were more 
puftules on his back. Thefe I did not 
fee. 

Next morning I found he was gone to a 
friend's houfe, having left word that he was 
quite well, and I (hould hear from him if 
there was occafion. 

On the 14th I was defired to vifit him, 
when I found a moderate number of frefti 
puflules on the face and limbs, and in fqch 
forwardnefs, that I was convinced they had 
been out ever fince his removal ; which in- 
deed was confirmed by the account he gave . 
me: thefe maturated kindly, and he remains 
in good health. 

Qjj CASE 
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CASE XIX. 

A gentleman's fon in perfedl health, be- 
tween four and five years of age, on the 
third day after inoculation voided a long 
round worm alive, after having taken on 
the preceding night a dofe of mercurial 
phyfick. No figns of .worms had hitherto 
been obferved in him; and he afterwards 
feemed to be quite well, till the fymptoms 
which ufually precede the fmall-pox came 
on. 

After a very moderate illnefs, an eruption 
of about twenty puftules fucceeded, and all 
complaints then ceafed; fo that on the 4th 
day after the eruption, I propofed, and 
was permitted, to difcontinue my viiits for 
the prefent. I called again however on the 
6th day, and found him well as ufual, and 
at play, the puftules being then nearly ma- 
turated. 

I was informed, however, that in the 
night of the 4th day, he had been hot, 
fcverifti, and reftlefsj was very well the 
day following, and hot again at night, but 

in 
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in a lefler degree 5 fo that this flight illnefs 
did not then give the leaft alarm- But on the 
7th day, early in the morning, I was called 
up to viiit him as foon as pofiible, and was 
informed that in the beginning of the Dight 
he grew extremely hot and delirious, and 
foon became ftupid, drowly, and fenfelefs ; ia 
which condition I found him, grating his 
teeth, with convulfive motions about the 
mouth. 

The puftuks were at this time quite ripe, 
and looked, as they always had done, ex- 
tremely we!L His pulfe was very quick, 
though the heat was now moderate, and the 
refpiration free and eafy j but he was fo co- 
matofe, as not to be roufed, even fo much as 
to open his eyes^ by any diilurbance that 
could be given. 

In this alarming fituation I defired the 
afliftancc of the phyfician, who on other 
occafions had ufually attended the family- 
At our confultadon, which foon followed, 
it was agreed, that as the fmall-pox were 
very few in number, had always looked 
well, and were now completely maturated, 

the 
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the prefent fymptoms mud be occafioned 
by worms, or fome irritating caufe in the 
bowels. 

With this view a dofe of rhubarb and 
calomel was immediately prefcribed and 
exhibited, though we were obliged to open 
the mouth by force, and this not without 
fome difficulty. The operation of this me* 
dicine was accelerated by a clyfler, and a 
large foetid flimy ftool, followed by fome 
fmaller liquid ones, was procured that 
afternoon. 

The child, however, fcemed to be almoft 
totally infenfible during this time, nor did 
he yet appear to be in any refpedt relieved 
by thefc evacuations : blifters therefore were 
fucceffively applied to the back, head, and 
legs, and finapifms to the feet j leeches were 
likewife fixed to the temples, and rhubarb 
with calomel, after fome little initerval, again 
diredled ; tin medicines being giveii between 
whiles. 

By thefe means, though nqt till a confi- 
d«rjJblc quantity of flimy and extremely 

glFeniive 
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ofFenfive feces had been difchargcd, fome 
figns of amendment appeared. But the child 
ftili remained in fome degree comatofc till 
the fifth day from this attack ; after which 
the progrefs of amendment was very quick^ 
and in two or three days he got quite well, 
and has Co continued. 

CASE XX, 

In May 1766, I was defired to vifit a con- 
fiderable farmer, aged 68, to give my advice 
for a complaint in his legs* 

About two years before he had been feiz- 
cd with a numbnefs and coldnefs in both 
legs and thighs, which it was apprehended 
would end in a palfy. For this diforder 
he took many medicines, and both his legs 
were bliilered, by which he found relief | 
but from this time the legs were affcfted 
with troublefome itching and burning pains, 
attended with a fharp ferous difchargc 
through innumerable excoriations, Theie 
complaints deilroyed his reil^ and made him 
unhappy* 



After 
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After relating this cafe, he told mc, that 
as almoft every body in the neighbourhood, 
who had not had the fmall-pox, was either 
under inoculation or preparing for if, he 
could fcarcely expeft to efcape the infedlion, 
and had therefore a ftrong defire to be ino- 
culated ; and that his wife of the fame age 
with himfelf, was like wife defirous of it. 

This propofal induced me to e:!faniine the 
prefent condition of his legs more ftricUy. 
They were now, he faid, in their beft ftate; 
that is, not fo full of pain as ufual ; they 
were dry and fcurfy. His face was likewiie 
fcurfy, and of a fettled deep red colours 
the confequence, as he told me, of a re- 
peated Eryiipelas in it, and not of any in- 
temperance. 

Upon confidering the cafe, and refleS- 
ing that the preparatory courfe of diet and 
medicine would probably amend the con- 
dition of his legs, I encouraged him to pur- 
fue his intention ; and both he and his wife, 
after a fortnight's preparation, were inoculated 
on the third of June, 

On 
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On ^c gth both riiade forae flight Com- 
plaints j and on the 1 2th the wife grew » 
better, on the appearance of a very few 
diHinft puftuks, which maturated after- 
wards jn the moft favourable manner. But 
tbcjnjan ftill complained of pain and weari-. 
Hefs till the 13th, when he grew cafief in 
that refped, and fdt a fmarUng pain in his legSj 
which were very red> and had leveral puftules 
on them. Towards evening tliey grew 
more painful, moic fwelled, and a furtlier 
eruption was difcernible, though noteafilyto 
be diftinguipied, by reptfofi of their difeafed 
ftatp. 



He flept very little this night ; but on the 
^4th I found him free from fever, and 
pretty well in all refpc*£ts, except the pain 
in his legs; on which, and underlie hams, 
agrcst number of diftinfti bat almoil co- 
herent puftules appeared. There were fe- 
veral aUb in the neck and facCj but very 
few on the foody, or arms. He h^d all along 
been advifed not to iT:ir much, but had 
|aken greater liberties of walking about than 
l^iad allowed* 
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-15th; He had not flept a minute duriDgi 
the night. I found him up and walkir 
about the houfe, complaining much of pain,] 
but faying that in ether refpedls he was 
welh but he was now rather cool than warm, 
bis pulfe very low, his afpedt languid^ th< 
colon r of the face inclined to livid and pale J 
and he complained of faintncfs and ficknefs^ 
X could fjoc. avoid being alarmed. The legafl 
alfo were fwelled conliderablVi but not in-< 
flamed. I therefore ordered him inftantli 
to bed J and as the teniion was great, a| 
plied a cataplafm of bttari and milk (beinf 
what was neareft at hand) all over each*le| 
and direfled the following medicine to be 
raken as foon as poifible.

1 6th, In the morning, after he had refted 
Ibme hours in the night, he was cafier, 
warmer, ajod the |!u|fe bf ttcr. 

17th. After a good* night he found hint- 
felf free from cftraplaintsi, and from this 
time every drcmirffehce went on favourably; 
the pocks niaturated on the 7th day; his legs 
however were both confiderably ulcerated 
for a ifortnight aftdr, but ^hen foon healed* 
He remains atprefent in good health, and 
feels lefs uneafinefs from his legs than he did 
before the inoculation, 

CASE XXL 

A midcfle-aged woman was inoculated. 
May 15, 1765. She began to cpmplain on 
the 23d 3 the fever and other iymptoms 
were very moderate. On the 26th an erup- 
tion, diftindt in kind, fmail in number, 
ihewed itfelf; all the eruptive fymptoms 
ceafed, and flie feemcd perfedtly wel|. 

On the agiti ihe complaioed that her 

^oat was fore, felt fliff, and fwelleds but 

R 2 as 
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as this is not unufuali little regard wa$ pak) 
to it. 

30th. She reded ill, her throat was worfe, 
and it now gave her great pain to (wallow. 
She had alfo been taken with a ihivering fit, 
fucceeded by fever. On. infpedting the 
throat I could not perceive onepuflule there, 
but the uvula and tonfils were very much 
fwelled and inflamed. An acidulated gargle 
was directed, and a lenitive purge, which in 
the evening had operated thrice; the gargle 
had been frequently ufed, but the difficulty 
of fwallowing was greatly increafed, info- 
much that (he could get nothing dowa; 
the fever too was rather increafed/ Further 
help could not now be expe&ed from in- 
ternals; for upon making the trial^ liquids 
returned through the nofe. .1 directed a 
bliftcr to be applied to the throat, and that 
fhe fliould frequently gargle with warm 
pcdoral drink. 

31ft. She had not flept a minute, being 

difturbed, whenever fhe attempted it, with 

fnch' fudden ftartings as made her afraid to 

- flcep. The feverilh heat was not very great, 

the 
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the piilie extremely quicks and all the Uquidds 
ihe attempted to fwallow ftill came thrpugh: 
the nofe. She could not lie down in bed, 
and therefore fat up in an eaiy chair the 
greateft part of the night. 

The puftules, which in die hcc did not 
exceed twenty, and very few appeared elfe- 
where* advanced to maturation kindly, 
without receiving the leaft dieck (rom this 
adventitious ilinefs. Her fpeech was fo 
much afFeded as icarce to. foe underftood. 
She informed me» however, that fhjslwa; 
fubjcift to an ilinefs of this kind s and had 
once narrowly efcaped •with her fife, but 
had never been fo bad before. I direiftcd 
twelve ounces of blood to be taken firom 
the arm, and that the fublingual veins fhould 
be pricked. But no relief fcemed to be 
derived from any of diefe meafures; and 
upon itifpeding the throat again, the glands, 
uvula, iand fauces were very much inflamed 
and diftended. The tonfils were then lanced 
pretty deep, and a good deal of blood bc- 
-ing diich^^d, the fwelling of- the parts 
fubfided, fo as to admit her to fWallow, 
•'•'' ■"'.■'./ .-' ■^•' •• ■••■•' ^-^though 
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though with difficulty, a little pe^or^ drink, 
and afterwards a. few fpoonfuls of sniik 
pottage. 

June iH. She had reiled but very little, 
though exceeding drowfy, and worn out for 
want of ileep > for the fudden ftartings^ upon 
clofing her eyes, Aill remained, though not in 
fo great a degree as the preceding night i 
but ihe had fwallowed fome liquids, though 
with great difficulty. The feveriih heat was 
not very great, the pulfe quick and more 
feeble. 

On infpedingthe throat towards noon^^e 
fweliingy though fomewhat abated, was ftiU 
confidcrable enough to prevent much bdng 
fwallowed. 

In this dangerous fituation the operation 
that had adminiftered fome relief was re- 
peated, and other parts of the.tonfils ^n4 
fauces, which had not been wounded before, 
were now lanced pretty deep j a large quan- 
iWy of blood was difcharged, the. parts col- 
lapfed> and in leis than an hour ihe was 
:i^te.:;to fwallow liquids; after which ihe 
6 got 
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got fome reffcfliing fleepj recovered faft^ 
and is now in good health. The puftulcs, 
notwithftanding this illnefs, advanced very 
kindly to mat a ration ^ and turned on the 
7th day from the eruption. 

CASE XXIL 

A healthy middle-aged man^ rather of a 
corpulent habit, was inoculated, bad a flight 
cold fit (on the 5th day inclufive after the 
operation) which lalbed but a very iliort time, 
and was not fucceeded by either fever or 
complaint of any kind* 

His arms at that time /hewed pertain %ns 
Ipf the infe^on having fucceeded, which 
[continued advancing to the 9th day, when 
the inflammations about the inciOons appear* 
cd confiderably fpread, and were furroandoi 
with confluent cluflers of very fmall poftsis. 
Jn other refpedls he was pcrfedly wcfl, saA 
felt not the leafl fliffnefs or paip in tfaeli^lz 
or elfe where ; infomuch that he b^^ to 3k 
iincafy left he {hould have no ; 
ii)ialI-po!c« 
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On the loth feveral finall pimples were to 
he ktn on the forehead, which I fhouid 
have thought finalUpox, if he had not at this 
lime been quite well, briik, andh^arjy, with^. 
out having felt any previous complaint* 

On the nth in the morning, many more 
were to be fccn on the face, limbs, and 
body, fo that he might be faid to be very 
full. I now examined him again very ftridtly, 
and could not find that he had been in the 
Icafl ill; and on enquiring how he had 
flept, he anfwered, never better-; for he 
went to bed about tetr, and. did not v[zkc 
till pear feveji in the morning; the erup- 
tion, on a clofe infpeftioni had fucii^n ap- 
pearance ?s would have made ' me pro- 
nounce it the finall-pox of an unfavoiirable 
kind, if it had been preceded or attended 
by any feveri(h or other complaints; bytl 
muft confefs, that even at this time T fup-! 
pofed it was only an inofFenfive rafl}/ as the 
patient was then, and had been, entirely freq 
from any complaint. 

Ali this day he continued perfeftly veell, 
had walked out of his own accord into the 

f^elds^ 
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iftelds, md in the bvenitig aflerted diat he 
fievef had beth eafier or better iti all his life ; 
though^ as he confefled to tne afterwards^ he 
had been ib (bme company where he finokkfed 
his pipe, and drank his {hare of a ^nart of 
ale. Still the puAules remained^ and Iti-^ 
crealed in number, though not in fize ; and 
tiothing but the confideration of his ha^g 
had none of the complaints which ofuiliy 
precede even the flighleft kind of (hiall-poy, 
kept me in any doubt whether they were the 
ftnall-pox or not. 

^ The next mornihg, being the 12 th, the 
attending nurfe told me that he had palTed a 
very reftlefs night, with much complaint of 
pain in his head and back ; and I found him 
very uneaiy, with great heat, a quick pulfe, 
and very full of a fmall fort of imall-pox 
indiiputably. 

Thefe complaints coming on at this unnfual 
time made me apprehenfive of the confe* 
quences. I gave him direfUy calom. gr. i^. 
tart. emet. gr. ^, and advifed him to get upaid 
go into the air, but not to fatigue himfelftoc^ 
much. I alfo directed that after two hours 

S hQ 
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he fhould take a purging draught. [It i^ to 
be obfervcd that he had had ftools every day 
regularly J and remaining perfedly well, had 
taken no medicine for ibme time.] I called 
on him again about two, and found him 
walking about the houfe, when he faid he 
was better, for that the phyiick had worked 
him five times very fufficiently, and each 
time he had been abroad to the privy^ though 
it rained pretty fmartly, 

I faw him again in the evening, and then 
he made but little complaint of pain in either 
head or back, but was almoft inceflantly 
teized with a (hort tickling cough, and com- 
plained of his throat being fore. He then 
took another pill of the fame kind as that in 
the morning. 

Early the next day, the 13 th, the nurfe in- 
formed me that he had been very reftlefs th6 
whole night, had put on his cloaths and came 
down ftairs, but was now gone into bed again, 
in hopes of getting a little reft. On going' in- 
to his room I found him almoft dreffed again, 
complaining that he had an almoft conftant 
irritatioo in the throat, and finding it im- 
poflSble to get any fleep, was therefore com- 
ing 
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ifig down flairs. I enjoined him, however, 
to keep widiin doors. 

About one I faw him again ; he had had 
two flools, and was better. His cough re- 
mained fomewhat troublefome, and his throat 
grew fore. 

In the evening I found him in good fpirits, 
with a regular quiet pulfe, and be had one 
more purging ftool. I ordered another pill 
of the fame kind to be taken at going to bed, 
and ^ bafon of fmall white wine whey after 
it ; alfo an oily mixture to be taken occa- 
fionally, to relieve his cough and the tickling 
fenfation in the throatt 

The 14th in the morning he had fome 
comfortable reft, and felt himfelf refrefhed ; 
^ his cough had been much better, {o that he 
had taken but once of the oily mixture.' This 
day he had three ftools frqm his pill 3 and 
the fmall-pox had advanced in an unex^ 
pe(Sedly kind manner. 

From this tjme nothing material happened i 
the cough left him, and his throat gave him 
po trouble. 

S z The 
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The ptjftules filled with good matter in a 
ihortcr time than I ever law fuch a numbq: 
of fo fmall a fort, and many were brown on 
the 17th day, being the 7th from the firft 
appearance. 

On the 19th he took a purge, and was 
perfc^y well. 

To thcfe cafes many others of a fimilar 
mature might be added. But by fevcral un«f 
forefeea delays, not in my power to pf events 
I haye been obliged to trefpafs £> mvich ak 
ready on the patience of thoie who wi(hQcl 
to fee fome account pf this pw<^ice, that \ 
ihall only mention a few, which by a partial 
or untrue relatioii might poffibly be conftrued 
to the difadvantage of inoculation ; though 
when the particular fadts are candidly exhi-^ 
bited, every juft qccafion of prejudice will un-t 
doubtedlybe removed. 

During the autumn of the laft year th« 

, chin^cough was epidemick at Hertford s and 

as the winter approached, the fm^U-po^ 

ahb brpke out in many places ; and almoft 

evfery 
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every €hild» who before had the chint 
cough, and was fcized with the natural fmalU 
pox, died of a confluent kind. This cala^ 
mity fell feverely among the poor of thii 
plaq^j many of whom earneftly entreated me 
to ^Qocqlate their families | but this was 
fcarce poflible, without fomc ncceffary provi- 
fion could be obtained for them from the pa* 
riihes to which they belonged j I there forft 
^(pquainted the clergymen of the refpeitiv^l 
pariihes, that if proper care was taken that 
neceffaries were aot wanting, I would freely 
inoculate and attend all fuch as I thought 
were proper fuhjedts. 

Both the gentlemen approved the defign i 
but after a fliort confultation with tlieir pa- 
rifhioners, the affair was put off, the parifh 
officers alledging they could not provide pro- 
per places. 

That fuch a defign had been in agitation 
foon became knowoj and a number of poor 
people were continually foliciting me to ino-* 
culate.them and their children at all CTents» 
promifing to provide for themfelves to th^ 

utmoll 
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ntmoft of their power. Some had the dif- 
cafe already in their families. It was fb much 
m the neighbourhood of others, that they 
were ip daily fear of taking the infed:ion, and 
their diftrefs on this occafion great. Wo- 
men with children at their breafts, in want of 
all neceflaries, yet folicitous for the fafety of 
their offspring, preffed me to inoculate them 
and their children with an importunity not 
to be defcribed. I acquainted them with the 
danger attending the infant ftate; but rea-* 
fons availing nothing, I yielded to inoculate 
all who had not the chin-cough, or any 
other dangerous illnefs, though againft my 
opinion and inclination, almoft againft my 
determined refolution. Abiongft a very 
great number of fuch fubjedsofall ages and 
conftitutions, and where fome might reaibn- 
ably be prefumcd to have taken the infedion 
in the natural way, I expefted fome difagree-r 
able events would happen ; but the probabi- 
lity of faving the lives of many preponderated. 
The following however arc the only cafes 
that border on the unfortunate.; and the 
reader will, if fkilful and candid, cafily plac^ 
them to the right account. 

A mother 
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A mother and thr?c children (one of thein 
at the breaft) were inoculated; The chil- 
dren had then the chin-cough 3 but this 
was carefully concealed from nje, as I had 
refufed all under fuch circumftances. The 
youngeft) of about five months old,, had only 
five or fix puftules in:. the face, and not more ., 
elfewhere proportionably. She lived paft the 
crifis; but the cough remained violent, and^ 
ihe was much enfeebled, and died as chil- 
dren do who perifli by the chin-cough,, 
and without any cine circumftance of danger 
that could be fuppofed to proceed from in- 
oculatipd. 

Another weakly child, about five months 
old, Ihad perfuaded the mother to wean, in 
order that (he herfelf might be inoculated. 
During the preparation this woman fell ill 
of a fever, as fuppofed 5 but on vifiting her, 
I found the confluent fmall-pox appearing, 
and that the child had lain with her con- 
ftantly. I was earneftly folicited to ino- 
culate this infant, in order to give it a better 
chance, which with great reludtance I yielded 
to 3 it had a very fmall number of diilin(5l; 

puftules, 
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puftules^and pafTed through the dileife Melyi 
but not bcin^ reconciled to any food but the 
bread, it died foon after^ languiihibgfbr want 
of proper fuftenance. 

Another unfortunate futgeA Was al& a 
child at the breafti one of eight cfaildreni 
who with the father and mother Wftrfe i&o^ 
cnlated together. On the thiixi diy fr4»m the 
inoculation this child was fei^ied with ftftvtfi 
which from the fymptoms I fuQyedtfed aft^d 
from worms. I gave it a grain of tBlotntli 
^ a large worm was voided the next d*y, and 
the child was feemingly better } but th^ lever 
returned at night, and continued without rc- 
miflion in fuch a manner as to be very dan- 
gerous in itfclf, and prevented any diftin^ion 
of the eruptive fymptoms : at length a con- 
fluent kind appeared, though the numbet 
was not great; the bad fymptoms' were not 
alleviated by the eruption, and the child died 
early in the difeafe. 

All thefe cafes happened fince the intro* 
dudlion and firft chapter was wrote; and have 
confirmed my opinion, that it is better^ 

bodit 
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both OQ account of thafubjed: and the repa- 
tation of the praftice, to defer inoculating 
children till they are about two years old. 

It feems not improper like wife to mention 
the following cafe > which, if the whole truth 
is not related, may poffibly afford matter of 
cavil againll inoculation, 

A fliort, thkk-fet, middle-aged man was 
feized with the ufual fymptoms on the eighth 
day after inoculation. The eruption >vas 
favourable, the crop ijioderate, the puftujes 
large and diftinft, and no peculiar care was 
either required or obferved. The pock 
maturated in feven days ^ after which he took 
two purges, and had fixed the day for his re» 
turn to London, 

Two days before his intended journey I 
found him in the morning fitting by the fire, 
with his hand upon his head j upon enquir- 
ing the reafon, he anlwered. My head feels 
very queer to-day: a perfon in company add- 
ed, that he had made too free with mutton 
the day before i but tliis he denied. lie 
did not however feem much indifpofed j he 
T ha4 
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had taken a purge, and I expedted he would 
be relieved by its operation. 

Next morning he told me he had a good 
night's fleep^ and was perf5:dly well j ncver- 
thelefs, two hours after he fell down fuddenly 
in a fit, and fenfeiefs. In this condition I 
found him about fix in the evening, and fo he 
continued till the night of the following day^ 
when he expired, perfectly apopledic^ in ipite 
of every means we could attempt for Im te^ 
hcf. 
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CASES of the natural finall-pox^ 
treated in the preceding method. 

CASE xxin. 



ONE morning about ten I was deOred 
to vifit a poor man in a fever. Two 
days before, in the evening, he had been fcized 
with a fhivcring fit, which was then fuppofed 
to be the ague j he foon grew extremely hot, 
with pain in his head, back;^ and loins, which 
continued till I faw him, the 24th October : 
he had kept his bed, had fcarcc any fleep, 
his heat great, pulfe ftrong and quick, and 
the pain in his loins very fevere. This man 
had applied to me to be inoculated a little 
before he was taken ill, on account of the 
fmall-pox being very much in his neigh- 
bourhood ^ but he had not as yet taken any 
preparatory fteps. I made no doubt but he 
was now attacked with this difeafe, and from 
the feverity of the iymptoms expe6:ed it 
would prove of the confluent kind. As he 
lived near me, and I could eaiily attend to 
every circumftance^ I determined to try 
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how far the cooling method might be bene« 
ficial in treating the natural ftoall-pox. 

I found it very difficult to perfuacfe him 
to rife out of bed, as he thought himfclf 
utterly unable id fupport himftlf, notwith- 
flanding he was on other occafions a refolute 
mail. Affuring him however that I would 
not attend him unlefs he would comply, he 
promifed to ufe his utmoft endeavours. I left 
him to put this advice in pradlice, and or-» 
dered him to a carpenter's yard about one 
hundred yards diftance, where I promifed to 
meet him. 

In about a quarter of an hour I found hi 
had reached the place of appointment^ by the 
affiftance of a neighbour, and was fitting on 
a bench^ complaining of great weaknefs, and 
pain in his loins ; which he defcribed^ by 
faying he felt as if he was cutting in two ; 
but allowed that his head was eafier fince he 
had been in the air. Finding that he bad 
had a flool the preceding day, but none fince^ 
I gave him a pill, containing about fix grains 
of calom. and 4.gr. of emet. tartar immedi- 
ately 5

atelyi and as he complained of great thirfli 
I permitted him to drink half a pint of cold 
water after it, I advifed him not to fit, but 
to endeavour to walk about a httle, though 
ever fo flowly ; this he attempted^ but went 
almoft double- At this time the weather 
was not very cold, but there was a pretty 
briik wind, with fmall rain. 

About a quarter of an hour after I faw him 
again ; he had refolutely perfifted in follow* 
ing my diredlionsj and faid his head was 
gready relieved, but the pain in his back and 
loins was much the fame. His pulfe was 
now mucTi altered ; inftead of being full and 
ftrong as before, it was low^ but quick, 
and the heat on the fkin gready abated. 
As he feemed much fatigued, I did not in- 
fift on his keeping abroad longer, but per- 
mitted him to go home, defiring him to re* 
freih himfelf, but not to pull oft his cloaths, 
or go into bed. * 



At two o'clock 1 faw him again ; his pill 
bad then worked twice ^ he feemed Jatigued 
and faint, but was abroad, for he faid the air 
refrcOied him, and his head was eafier in the 
7 m 
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air than within » To that as foon as he was a 
little reded he came out by choiceu Tha 
pain in his loins dill remained very gdcvoMj 
but his head was much eafier ; and hit faodk 
and loins became lefs painful towards cv«ih 
ing. I allowed him to go to bed about fe^ 
ven; but being defiroua of ohferving the full 
eflfedt of this idnd of treatment, I ordeffcd noi 
medicine. 

25th. Had but little reft, and i^s. <xmqh 
plaints nearly the fkm^ as when he went 
to bed. His pulfe was now r^ied^ w4 
more, full than in the evening, and Uk| 
degree of heat greater than over iiigb^v 
A few fmall puilules were now be^on 
ning to fhew themielves on his fa^e y \ 
direded a purging draught of infuiion of 
iena and manna, quickened with jalap } 
advifed him to get opt of bed, and vei^ture 
again into the air. This lie did : by twq 
o'clock the purge had worked thriee, an4 
he was freer from the pain in his back and 
loins: more puftules now appeared in the 
face, but fcarce any on the limhs^ . He had 
hitherto taken nothing fiuce his firft fei^ure^ 
but tea with ];nilk, fage and hzitxn tea^

>athing all other nouriOiment. He pcr- 
fiAtd in keeping out the great eft part of the 
afternoon ; and at feven went to bed, when 
I found the pulfe more calm and regulafi and 
as his complaints were Icfs violent, he began 
to think of nourHhment. 

26th. I faw him at feven in the morn- 
ing ; he had flept but little, had one purg- 
ing ftool in the night, and felt himfelf low 
and languid; his pulfe was now even, full, 
and regular, and his heat moderate. Many 
more puftules were out in the face, though 
but few on the limbs, and his complaints 
of pain in the head and back went off. 
He took milk pottage with fome appe- 
tite, and fpcnt the grcateft part of the day 
abroad* 



At three in the afternoon I faw him, and 
was told, that lying down in the bed he 
had fallen aileep, and waked almoft choak- 
ed with blood j that he had vomited up a 
confiderable quantity, which doubtlefs had 
been fwallowed. as he was found bleeding at 
the nole. From what I could learn, the 
whole Scarcely exceeded fix w eight ounces. 

He 
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He complained of faintnefs, and faid his 
pains were removed. I ordered him Co drink 
the pedoral deco6tion, acidulated with a 
mixture of equal quantities of fweet and 
weak-fpirit of vitriol. The number of puf- 
tules continued increafing flowly on the fiace 
and other parts. 

Late in the evening I faw him again ; two 
more purging ftools had followed.; he com- 
plained of being very faint and low, an4 
feared he ihould have no reft, 

I now thought it proper to give him an 
anodyne cordial, and therefore ordered mi-r 
thrid. |fs, which he tool? immediately^ By 
the help of this he paffed a very refrefjh 
ing comfortable night, and thought hjmfelf 
quite well. The eruption was now com- 
pleted; the fmallrpox might be properly 
called difiindt : though full in the face, he had 
only a moderate number of a large fort on 
all the other parts; and he went througli 
the fucceeding ftages without any difficulty. 

C.ASE 
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CASE XXi\^. 

A young womah who was fcrvsiht iri a 
hoUfe where a child had the fmall-pox in the 
hatural way, determined to (lay thfere and 
take her charice. 

December 25th, 1765, Iwas defiredt6fe6 
her. She had been taken with a cold fit thft 
preceding afternooh, which wasfucceeded by 
a fever, and the ufual fympfoms attending the 
eruption, but in a fevere manner. I found her 
in bed, making great complaints of pain in 
her head, back, and loins ; her pulfe ftrong, 
quick, and full ; a flufhing red colour in the 
faccy and the fever very high. 

With much difficulty I prfevailed upon her 
to get up ; ordered her to drink fomc cold 
water, and go abroad into the air^ though 
it was a very frofty morningj with fleet. At 
one o'clock I called again, and found her then 
below flairs walking about. The heat was 
much abated^ her complexion pale, tl^e pulfe 
fmali and quick, and all her complaints con* 
fiderably abated. 

U The 
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The account I received from her, and the 
pcrfons who attended her, was, that upon firft 
going into the air, ihe was {o fecb!e, that the 
nurl'e, and another to aiuft, could Icarce fup- 
port her, and it was with much difiiculty 
that (he cculd walk with this amllance; that 
(he drank a glafs of cold water from the 
pump, and before (lie had been abroad many 
minutes found herfclf much caber, and had 
remained fo ever fince. It now rained pretty 
hard, which had obliged her to come in ^ but 
(he laid if her complaints returned, flie would 
certainly go out again, be the weather ever fo 
bad, and in this relolution I encouraged her. 

On the 26th, about eleven in the morning, 
I vifited her again, found fhe had palled a 
pretty good night, and had felt no remark- 
able uneafinefs; flie had been abroad feveral 
times the preceding day, to which fhe im- 
puted the eafe (he enjoyed. Two puftules of 
a diftind kind were now out on the face, 
and (he bad the difeafc in a very favourable 
manner, without the leaft bad lymptom 
during the progrefs, or any ill confequencc 
afterwards. 

CASE 
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CASE XXV. 

Jan. 3d, 1/66.] A healthy young man 
was inoculat.e4 in company with four of his 
neighbours. On the fixth, pfefuming that 
none of them yvpuld be ill, I went to London 
on bufinefs. Returning on the 7th in the 
afternoon, I was met by a fervant, who in- 
formed me that this man had been taljen ill 
on the 5th in the afternoon, had coniinued 
very bad ever fince, and now^ had fomethiKg 
broke out, which was fufpeded to be the 
fmall-pox, and that I was defired to vifit him 
immediately: this I complied with, and 
found him in bed, complaining much of pain 
in his head, back, and loins, with great heat. 
Some fmall puftules were out in his face, 
which I perceived to be fmall-pox j this wa$ 
at five in the evening, and much about forty- 
eight hours from the firft feizure. 

The weather xvas at this time exceeding 
cold, and it froze very hard. I ordere4 
him out of bed immediately, to drink a glafe 
of cold water, and to get fome ailiftance, 
and walk abroad in the air. Upon inquiry 
} found he had paffed without a ftool 

U 2 thp 
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riic whole day. Five grains cf calcnuei :n 
a pill were ordered to be taken immedi- 
ately. He reficd but little ihis night, and 
next morning a great many mere pufhilcs 
were our in the lace, i'ufticient to fhew a dii- 
pofition to flux. As this pill prcxluced no 
manifeft cfteft, I ordered fal. glaub. 3vi. 
jdifiblvcd in water gruel to be taken im- 
meiJiately. The vehemence of the fever and 
otlier fymptoms were fcarcc moderated by 
this eruption. 

Notwithftanding the medicuie and the 
feverity of the weather, I defired he would 
get en his cloaths, and go into the air as 
much as he could pofiibly bear, and in the 
evening ordered him to be carried in a chaiic 
to the houfe provided for him in cafe he 
had been ili from ifiOculation. I exaniined 
the incificns carefully, but there were not 
tlie leafi figns of the infedion having fuccepd- 
ed, either by difcolouration, hardnefs, or any 
alteration on the fkin, nor could he re- 
collc<5l that they had itched or given him the 
}eaft unealinefs. 
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in the evening he came to the houfe as 
ordered, but was fo very feeble and full of 
i:omplaints, that it was with great difficulty 
he was got to his room. Upon enquiry I 
found he had vomited up the falts foon after 
faking them, and had only one coftive ftool ; 
he had complied with jny orders about getr 
ting into the air feveral times in the day, 
though with great difficulty. His com- 
plaints of thirft, pain in the head and back, 
were at this time very great. I dire<aed him 
to fit with his feet in warm water for a fliort 
time, and, on going into bed, to take a few 
fpoonfuls of a laxative mixture, which was to 
be repeated till he had ftools. 

9th. He had been delirious in the night, 
but refted a little towards morning; the 
number of puftules was now confiderably in- 
icreafed. This day he had three ftools from 
his purging mixture, by which he was re- 
Jieved, and bore fitting up better. 

joth. Pe pafled the night eaiy, but with* 
out fleep. He was very full in the face, 
but had a fmaller number on the body and 

limbs. 
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limbs. No complaintj deferving notice, 
happened during the progrels to matura*- 
tion* He fat up a part of every day to the 
eighth from the eruption, when, being 
blind, and very fore, he kept In bed : they 
turned on the eleventh, and he recovered 
perfedly. 

It was remarkable in this cafe, that the 
inoculated parts never flieued the leaft figns 
of infedion; nor did a greater number o( 
puftules appear near them than might have 
been expelled if nothing had been done j 
nor is there to be Ce^n the leaft mark where 
the inoculation, was performed J though in all 
other inoculated patients who have had the 
difeafej even in the ilighteft mariner, there 
conflantly remains a fear. 



It appeared, on enquiry, that this man 
had been for a confiderable time before 
in a conftant intercourfe with families in 
the fmall-pox^ and there feems not to be 
the leaft doubt but his was the natural 
dileale* 

CASE 
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CASE XXVL 

A young woman was feized with a fever, 
and the ufual fymptoms. The next day an 
eruption appeared, which gave fome fufpicion 
of the fmall-pox: on the third day more 
fpots were difcovered, but {he was not reliev- 
ed. The diforder was now fuppofed to be 
an inflammatory fever, attended with a rafli ; 
and as (he was extremely delirious, a blifter 
had been applied about two hours before I 
firft faw her. The face was extremely full 
of very fmall puftules, which indeed were 
the fmall-pox, and there was a confiderablc 
number on the neck and limbs j but not- 
withftanding this eruption, the fever was very 
high, and the degree of heat fo exceflive, 
that I fcarce ever felt a perfon hotter; flic 
was fo far feniible as to complain of great 
pain in her head, ftomach, and loins, though 
very delirious and extremely reftlefs. She 
was at an inn much ufed by carriers, and it 
was highly improper (he ftiould remain there. 
In her prefent fituation I was fenfible it might 
appear very hazardous to move her ; but it 
was evident that fmall-Pox would be con- 
3 fluent.

fluenL I judged from the violence of the 
fymptoms the difeafe would be dangerous, 
and the event doubtful, and was therefore 
defirous of trying hov\^ far the fanie method 
and remedies which were ufed fo fuccefsfullyj 
in the inoculated fmalUpox, as well as in fomd 
cafes of the natural difeafe, would avail laj 
this. The neceflity of removing the patient] 
afforded me a good opportunityj withoatj 
any imputation of raflinefs, I therefore pro- 
pofed her being taken down flairs into a;| 
parlour under the room where {he then lay, 
while I was prefent, and ready toaflifl, if the 
fatigue fhould be too much for her; this 
wasconfented to 5 the women afTifted in get- 
ting her cloaths on, which flie fcemed much 
pleafed with, being then deUrious. She 
was altogether unable to ftand, and was there- 
fore brought down by three perfons in the 
fame manner as if flie had been dead. She 
was then placed in a chair, but had not even 
flrength to hold he rfelf upright, but was fup- 
ported in that pofture by the women about 
her* 



The fatigue of moving, and change 
poflure, occafioncd a faintnefs^ in which flie 

lofl 
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loft all colour, and the puftules for a lime 
difappeared -, upon this, the chair was leaned 
quite back, the bed was brought down, and 
laid on the floor, (he was placed on it with 
her cloaths on, and eagerly drank a glafs of 
cold water. Her colour foon returned ; the 
puftules appeared as before; but fhe was 
confiderably cooled, and her pulfe, though it 
retained thequicknefs, was not nearfo ftrong: 
I ftaid with her about half an hour, during 
which time (he was more fenfible, and not fo 
reftlefs, but feemed languid and tired. I 
ordered the window to be opened, the 
room to be kept cool, and gave her three grains 
of calomel, tart. emet. gr.^, in a pill, and 
directed a purging draught to be taken as foon 
as it could be procured, and as there feemed 
no occafion for the blifter, it was taken off. 

I faw her next morning at a houfe to 
which (he had been removed at a fmall diC- 
tancc, and found her almoft free from com- 
plaints ; file had refted moderately well, was 
perfectly fenfible. Thofe about her dated 
her amendment from the time when the 
purge (which had procured three ftools) be- 
gan to operate. 

X ' She 
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She was however extremely full all over 
of a very fmali confluent kind; yet thefe 
inflamed and maturated in a very ^vourable 
manner. From the minuteft obfervation I 
could make, it feemed to me that by this 
management the number in the face was lefs 
than when I firfl faw her, confequently that 
fome pudules were repreflfed after they had 
appeared. 

CASE XXVII. 

In the beginning of June 1766, a young 
woman was taken with a ihivering fit, fuc- 
ceeded by a fever, and the iymptoms that 
ufualiy precede the fmali-pox, in a very 
violent degree: thefe were attended with fuch 
general weaknefs, that in a few hours after the 
feizure (he was obliged to go to bed, where 
fhe foon became delirious, and afterwards 
infenfible, her urine pailing involuntarily ; in 
this condition I iirfl faw her about forty hours 
after (he was taken ill. The beat was ex- 
ceffive, her pulfe extremely quick, but not 
ilrong, and a few fmall erupdons appeared on 
the face, fufHcient to afcertain the diftemper. 
Upon raifing ber up fhe did not make the 

leafl 
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leaft effort to fiapport herfelf, and therefore 
was permitted to lie down, and as the room 
was fmall, the window was fet open. Five 
grs. of calomel were with great difficulty got 
dowo ; and an infufion of fena with manna 
being prepared , the perfon attending was de- 
fired to give a little and often, till flie had a 
ftool. 



It was very improper that fhe fhould re- 
main in the houfc where ihe was, on ao 
count of the family; yet there was no 
poffibility of moving her in her prefent 
condition. Next morning I was informed 
fhe had remained in the fame Aupid way 
the whole night, but was now rather bet- 
ter, and had fpoke more fenfibly, had two 
ftoolSi and vomited up fome bilious mat- 
ter. The heat was ftill great, the pulfe 
quick, and many fmall confluent puflules 
were out in the face and other parts j this 
was the third day of her illnefs. I ad-^ 
vifcd her being got out of bed, and the 
windows to be keptopenj but was in doubt 
whether flie had ftrength enough to be taken

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In the evening the eruption was increafed 
confiderably in number; and (he was fo 
much of eafcd her complaints, as to bear 
being removed in a cart to a houfe in the 
neighbourhood, where I gave her calomel 
three grains, emetic tartar one eighth of a 
grain. 

She had fome reft this night, but the fe- 
ver continued ; and not having had any more 
ftools, ftie was ordered to take a laxative potion 
of inf. of fcna and manna. She had three 
ftools before evening, and all her complaints 
abated. She was very full all over of a very 
confluent kind. 

This young woman fat up the greateft part 
of feveral days after fhe was quite blind, by 
her own choice ; and I do not recollciSt ever 
feeing one with fo large a crop of puftules 
who went through the difeafe fo cafily ; for 
flie made no complaint but of forenefs, nor 
tookany medicine but a few drops of thebaic 
tindture at bed-time, towards the crifis, '

CASE XXVIII. 

A poor man about 35 years of age, who 
had gone through the preparatory courfe, 
came to my houfe in company, with feveral 
tnore, in order to be inoculated. As foon 
as he came into the room, I perceived he 
was ill ; and on enquiring he told me, that 
about two hours before he had been taken 
with a fit of the ague, and that his head, 
back, and loins were in great pain. Feel- 
ing his pulfe, I found a good deal of fever, 
his fkin was alfo very hot. I knew the 
fmall-pox was in his neighbourhood; and 
thence concluded he was feized with this 
diftemper. I advifed him to keep abroad 
in the air as much as poflible, and directed 
a pill of the kind already mentioned at 
night, and a purging draught the following 
morning. 

Thefe operated four or five times, and ho 
perfifled in obeying my orders; the fever 
and other complaints were not fo high as 
to give any great alarm 5 he had a pretty large 
number of a diftind: pock, and went through 
the diftcmper very well. 

• 4 CASE 
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CASE XXIX. 

About three in the afternoon I vifited a 
nuddle-aged man, who after two days illnefs 
had an eruption^ which the neighbours fuC- 
pe£led to be the fmall-pox ; I found him in 
bed, very hot, and in a fweat; his pulfc 
quick, full, and ftrong; his face pretty full of 
imall-pox, which had begun to appear in 
the morning. I received the ufual account 
of the preceding fymptoms, which had been 
ptetty feverc, and he ftill made great com- 
plaints of pains in his head, back, and loins ; 
I immediately gave him a pill, containing cal. 
gr. v. tart. emet. gr. |, which I had taken 
with me upon a prefumption that I might 
want it : I alfo infixed on his getting up, and 
going abroad into the air, notwithftanding the 
fWeat he was in, which it was my intention 
to reftrain : I met with the ufual difficulty 
in getting this advice complied with ; how- 
ever he was affifted, came down ftairs, 
and went abroad, being fupported by his 
wife ; for he feemed very weak, and had not 
been out of his bed for two days before ; 

as 
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as he complained of great thirft, I gave him 
a glafs of cold water, and flayed about half 
an hour to fee the efFeil of this treatment j he 
was at firft very faint and fick, and vomited 
up feme bilious matter^ but not the pill he 
had lately taken : after this, while I ftayed, 
he faid his head was better, and allowed he 
was refreflied by the air ; I defired him to 
continue abroad as much as he could, and 
when he found hlmfelf tired, to go in and lie 
down a little ^ but as foon as he was able, to 
get out again, and if thirfty to drink as much 
cold water as he plcafed. I then took my 
leave, ordering a purging draught to be ta- 
ken as f6on as he received it, which I con- 
cluded would be at leaft three or four hours 
from that time. 



Next morning, on vifiting him, I was told 
that the purge had operated four times, that 
he found himfelfconfiderably relieved, both 
in his head and back, and had reeled bet* 
ter than any time lince he had been taken ilL 
The eruption proceeded flowlyi but many 
more puilules now appeared in his face, and 
other parts, than before ^ he kept abroad, and 

his 
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his complaints continued wearing ofF. Next 
morning I found him quite eafy; he was 
pretty full of a diftindt pock, and from* this 
time all went on well,, without having oc- 
cafion to take any more medicines.
